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Ford and Carter win in Florida primary 


JIMMY CARTER 


MIAMI (UPI) - President Ford 


won his fourth straight primary Tues- 
day in Florida, dealing a severe blow 
to Ronald Reagan's hopes of winning 
the GOP presidential 
nomination. 


D e m o c r a t Jimmy Carter upset 
George Wallace and kept his cam- 
paign rolling smoothly. 
, 


Ford defeated Reagan decisively in 


the South's first primary of the 1978 
bicentennial- election year. The defeat 
dangerously — perhaps fatally — 
crippled the presidential campaign of 
the 65-year conservative former gov- 
ernor of California. 


Carter's well-organized political ma- 


chine whipped Wallace, who won the 
Florida primary four years ago. Sen. 
Henry M. Jackson finished third. 


Late Tuesday the Republican vote, 


with 94 per cent of the precincts in, 
looked like this: 


FORD: 297,230 - 53 per cent; REA- 


GAN: .2(1,301.— 47 per cent.

In the Democratic voting is was: 
CARTER: 419;256 — 35 per cen; 


WALLACE: 381,154 — 32 per cent, 
and JACKSON: 271,008 - 22 per cent. 


In the race .for convention dele- 


gates, Ford led Reagan 43 to 23, while 
Carter had 35, Wallace 28 and Jack- 
son 20., 


"I'm Just overjoyed;" Ford told re- 


porters in Washington, He telephoned 
his campaign headquarters in Orlando 
to predict the Floridai victory would, 
provide the "tremendous momentum 
we need to win in November." ' 


Asked if he thought Reagan's chal- 


lenge for the GOP nomination was 
ended; Ford replied "Oh, I wouldn't 
get into that. Tonight is not a night to 
talk about victory except to thank 
people for the fine job they did." 


Wallace's second place finish in 


Dixie, where he has been undisputed 
Democratic vote-king for more than a 
decade/ cast grave doubts whether he 
would be able ,to recover and mount a 
serious challenge for the nomination. 
He has said he would hot/attempt an- 
other third party candidacy because 
the Democratic candidates had moved 
.totheright. 
. 
. t 
Carter,' talking to reporters at his 


headquarters in Orlando, claimed the 
victory made him front-runner for the 
Democratic nomination. 
; 


"I don't see anybody ahead of me, 


but we still have a long way to go," 
Carter said, having added Florida to 
his primary wins in New Hampshire 
and Vermont. 
. 


He told cheering supporters "I think 


you'dre right, i think I'll be No. 1 on 
the first ballot." 


Carter, a novice on the national 


scene whose two-year-old campaign 
strategy has worked perfectly so far, 
said his toughest challenge for the 
nomination will come from either 
Jackson or Rep. Morris K. Udall of 
Arizona, who stayed out of Florida. 


Wallace, campaigning in Illinois, 


told about 2,500 persons at Union Hall 
in southwest suburban Countryside 
that "If one primary was the election, 
then we might as well hang it up. But 
that is not the case." 
' Wallace refused to say his cam- 
paign was "slipping" but said: 
"We're slipping right into the con- 
vention with a big block of dele- 
gates." 


He also said he would not change 


his campaign style because of the out- 
come in Florida. Aides, however, said

Dow average 
hits 1,000; 
closes lower 


The Dow Jones industrial aver- 


age twice broke the psychological 
barrier of 1,000 in Tuesday New 
York Stock Exchange trading. 
Closing at 993.70, the Stock market 
indicator gained 4.96 points from 
Monday. 


Analysts said the Dow dropped 


because of profit-taking activity 
as investors sold their stock. The 
Dow last closed above the 1,000 
mark Jan, 26, 1973. 


The volume for Tuesday's trad- 


ing was 31,770,000 shares. 


"One thousand, is just a num- 


ber," said Bill Bayuk, an Arling- 
ton Heights economist who coun- 
sels the Bank of Elk Grove and 
other financial institutions. "It 
poses a psychological barrier. But 
certainly people are feeling bet- 
ter, consumer confidence and 
business profits are improving." 


STOCK PRICES are sensitive to 


changes in consumer and business 
sentiment, Bayuk said. Increased 
income and demand for industry's

A state social worker was charged 


late Tuesday with shooting a former 
Rolling Meadows man to death and 
seriously wounding the victim's Ar- 
lington Heights attorney. 


Dead is Thomas J. Sitkowski, 35, 


formerly of 2310 Algonquin Rd., Roll- 
ing Meadows. Sitkowski's lawyer, 
Daniel H. Wolff, 33, of 3243 Volz Dr., 
Arlingtonv Heights, was wounded in 
the face during the shooting. 


Charged with murder and at- 


tempted murder was William T. 
Coughlin, 30, of Chicago, a casewor- 
ker with the Illinois Dept. of Children 
and Family Services, said Sgt. John 
Hensley, Area 4 homicide, Chicago po- 
lice. 


THE SHOOTINGS occurred shortly 


after Sitkowski and Coughlin argued 
outside a Chicago courtroom over Sit- 
kowski's 15-year-old daughter, Tam- 
my. 


Coughlin, who turned himself in late 


Tuesday, was being held pending a 
court appearance today, Hensley said.

Bombing baffles restaurant owners

Owners of LeGourmet restaurant 


near Arlington Heights said they are 
baffled by a pre-dawn bombing in 
which an employe narrowly escaped 
death. The blast shattered windows 
and hurled metal fragments through- 
out the main dining room. 


William Dravillas, manager and 


part-owner of the popular French res- 
taurant'at 500 N. Rand Rd. in unin- 
corporated Wheeling Township, said, 
"We just .don't know," when asked of 
a possible motive for the bombing at 
3:30 a.m. 


Dravillas. said he knew of no threats 


and other troubles or problems that 
might have led to the incident. 


"THE OWNERS ARE mystified," 


said Lt. Frank Braun of the Cook 
County Sheriff's police. 


The bomb, believed to have contain- 


ed about two pounds of black powder 
packed into a length of capped pipe, 
was thrown through the front window 
of the wooden frame building. 


The blast blew pieces of metal and 


other debris into walls, ceiling and 
furniture of the main dining room. A 
downstairs lounge also was damaged 
by the explosion, which shattered 
most of the restaurant windows. 


Braun said, "It was a fairly good- 


sized bomb. Whoever made it, knew 
what they were doing." 


INVESTIGATORS estimated 
the 


damage at about $5,000, but Dravillas 
said the losses were still being deter- 
mined Tuesday afternoon. 


A janitor was alone in the building 


when the bombing occurred. Police 
said he heard the sound of breaking 
glass and found the bomb, with a 
burning fuse, on the floor. 


The janitor, who was not identified, 


tried to extinguish the fuse by throw- 
ing water on it. When the fuse would

Wolff, a former assistant state's at- 


torney, was reported in fair condition 
in intensive care at the hospital, a 
spokesman said.

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Patty witness paid to help prosecution 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - The de- 


fense lashed into'a key government 
psyehtatrict witness at the Patricia 
Hearst trial Tuesday, bringing out 
that be bad advised the prosecution 
on strategy and bad read "Alice In 
Wonderland" in preparing for the 
case. 


Dr. Joel Fort, who has participated 


In 270 criminal cases as an expert, 
was put under a stinging and sarcas- 
tic cross-examination by defense law- 
yer F. Lee Bailey. 


Bailey was trying to shake the crim- 


inologist's credibility with the Jury 
and at one time he so angered Fort 
that the witness blurted out: 


"Mr. Bailey, you'll stop at nothing." 
Fort had testified on direct exam- 


ination that it was his professional 
opinion Miss Hearst joined the Sym- 
bionese liberation Army within a 
month after her kidnaping and par- 
ticipated willingly in the bank robbery 
for which she is on trial. He described 
her Monday as "queen" of the SLA. 


The veteran defense attorney hit 


constantly at the theme that Fort was 
biased against Miss Hearst and also 
was unqualified as a psychiatric wit- 
ness. 


"Didn't you participate with the 


government in the strategy of this 
case as well as appearing as an ex- 


pert witness?" Bailey asked. 


"The way you put it is in keeping 


with your lectures on how a defense 
lawyer can discredit a witness," Fort 
shot back. 
' "Well, did you consult with the 
prosecution on strategy?" 


"Yes." 
Bailey brought out that Fort is 


charging the government ,$50 an hour 
for his work and already has billed 
them $8,800 .through January and 
probably wilT receive a total of 
$12,500. 


Bailey also brought out — as he had 


done previously with the jury absent 
- that Fort talked with Randolph and 


Catherine Hearst, Patricia's parents, 
about trying to reach an agreement in 
the case without going to trial, pre- 
sumably by entering a guilty plea. 


• The defense lawyer asked Fort if he 
had not told Mrs. Hearst that a trial 
should be avoided '.'because Bailey 
wants publicity and Browning (U.S. 
Attorney James L. Browning Jr.) 
wants a judgeship." 


"No, that's what she said to me," 


Fort replied. 


Mrs. Hearst was indignant at that 


testimony. After the trial wound up 
for the day she told a reporter: "Icon 
shove those words down his throat." 


Her remark indicated that Mrs. 


Hearst might yet take the witness 


stand, a "possibility" the defense had 
spoken of previously. 


Bailey came close, without saying 


so directly, to calling Fort a "psy- 
chopath." 


He listed the traits of a psychpath 


as defined in one of Fort's articles — 
a person who displays braggadocio, 
lies a-lot, uses any means to justify 
the ends, manipulates other people, 
blames other people for bis mistakes. 


Bailey sought unsuccessfully to in- 


troduce in evidence letters from seven 
doctors criticizing Fort white he was 
a resident in psychiatry at Herrick 
Memorial Hospital in Berkeley, Calif., 
in 1958. 


Reading from the letters with tht 


jury out, Bailey quoted Fort's col- 
leagues as saying he ','arouses hostil- 
ity and is unaware of his own hostil- 
ities," '"lacks empathy with his 
patients," and "manipulates the staff 
and arouses anger." 


Bailey also suggested that Fort had 


tried to "manipulate" Dr. Robert Jay 
Lifton of Yale University, one of the 
defense psychiatric witnesses, in a 
conversation in the Mark Hopkins Ho- 
tel in January. 


When the day ended, Fort was stffl 


on the witness stand. Bailey was 
scheduled to wind up his cross-exam- 
ination Wednesday morning.

Behind Jackson in the Democratic 


balloting. 3 per cent of the Floridians 
v o t i n g marked "no preference." 
Pennsylvania Gov. Milton Shapp, the 
only other candidate to campaign, 
was running a poor fifth — barely 
leading Rep. Morris Udall, the leader 
of the liberal Democrats so far. 


In all, there were 12 Democrats on 


the ballot, but most of the liberals 
conceded Carter and Wallace would 
fight it out and saved their energy 
and their campaign funds for future 
primaries. 


Tommy Thomas, Reagan's Florida 


manager, called his man's bid for the 
presidency "not just a campaign, this 


is a crusade." He urged Reagan to 
stay In the race through to the con- 
vention. 


After a late-evening telephone con- 


versation, Thomas described Reagan, 
waiting the results in Illinois, "not the 
least bit discouraged." 


By beating Reagan, Ford reduced 


the former California governor to a 
long-odds underdog candidate looking 
for a miracle to win the Republican 
nomination. 


By beating Wallace, Carter solved a 


big problem for the Democratic party 
and — despite Jackson siphoning off 
votes — may have assured himself a 
place on the national ticket even if he" 
cannot win the presidential nomi- 
nation. 


Florida was the second state where 


Ford and Reagan campaigned all out 
and the fourth in which the President 
has beaten his sole GOP challenger. 


Significantly, both New Hampshire 


and Florida were perceived as con- 
servative strongholds where, if any- 
' where, Reagan should be expected to 
beat the President.

Nuclear blast sways Las Vegas buildings 


A nuclear device in the range of 200 to 500 kilotons was detonated 


beneath the desert floor in Pahute Mesa, Nov., .early Tuesday, 
swaying tall buildings and light fixtures in Las Vegas 120 miles 
away. The blast, 2,850 feet down, was equivalent to 500,000 tons of 
TNT and 25 times larger than the atomic bombs dropped on Japan 
during World War H. 


In Washington, meantime, 54 congressmen asked the Nuclear 


Regulatory Commission to delay the export of enriched uranium 
fuel to India because that nation made a bomb from diverted reac- 
tor materials. 


Ready release of new FBI guidelines 


The Justice Department Tuesday prepared to release new glide- 


lines designed to stop abuses of power by the FBI, minus a con- 
troversial section authorizing "preventive action" against sus- 
pected terrorists or subversives. An earlier draft was sharply criti- 
cized by some members of Congress as being lenient to the point of 
approving the very abuses that have turned up in extensive in- 
vestigations of past FBI activity.

New quake reported in Guatemala 


The University of Mexico Geophysical Institute said a new quake 


with a force of 5.2 on the Richter Scale hit quake-ravaged Guate- 
mala early Tuesday. It said the epicenter of the quake apparently 
was in the northern zone of Guatemala. The Central'American 
nation has been devastated by a continuing series of quakes and 
temblors since last Feb. 4. There was no indication whether the 
new quake caused any damage. 


Soviets report 120 dead in air crash 


A Soviet airliner crashed in Armenia last weekend, killing- all 


aboard — an estimated 120 persons — sources In both Moscow and 
Yerevan said Tuesday. The sources said the Aeroflot Ilyushin IL18 
turboprop was flying between Moscow's Vnukovo 2 airport and 
Yerevan when it crashed near the Armenian capital Friday night.

Kissinger tells panel: 
Nuclear arms can't be ruled out 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Secretary of State Henry 


Kissinger said Tuesday the United States reserves the 
right to use nuclear weapons against "regional" attacks 
by conventional Soviet bloc forces. 
, "We cannot rule out the use of nuclear weapons on a 
regional basis' when our national interests are threat- 
ened," he told the Senate Government Operations com- 
mittee. 


*• Challenged on the issue by some of the senators, he 
said the option of a limited nuclear response is forced 
upon the United States by "the disparity of conventional 
forces" in areas where vast Soviet bloc armies face 
smaller U.S.-backed forces. 


He did not specify which areas he was referring to, 


but high U.S. officials have made clear that Europe and 
South Korea are the main regions where tactical nucle- 
ar weapons might be used against attacks by over- 
whelming forces. 
, 


Thus Kissinger's warning, while startlingly explicit, 


was basically a restatement of known U.S. defense pol- 
icy. 


As opposed to the limited nuclear war option, he 


stressed it is the crucial obligation of every U.S. admin- 


istration to prevent nuclear war through arms control 
agreements and diplomacy. 
-Kissinger also reported the United States has 
achieved "a significant degree of success" in per- 
suading the Soviet Union, France, Germany and other 
countries to curb exports of nuclear know-how. 


But he rejected the suggestion of Sen. Abraham Ribi- 


coff, D-Conn., that the United States and the Soviets 
pressure France and West Germany into curbing their 
nuclear technology exports. 


Both nations have aroused concern by selling nuclear 


power plants to other nations with minimal safeguards 
against diversion of the technology into arms protec- 
tion. 


"U.S.-Soviet condominium, or dictation, is a very 


grave step which goes far beyond the proliferation is- 
sue" and would'amount to "blackmail" against two 
U.S. allies, Kissinger told Ribicoff. 


But Ribicoff, a staunch supporter of nuclear controls,

Underground 
blast traps 
16 miners 


PARTRIDGE, Ky. (UPI) - An un- 


derground explosion, possibly caused 
by a concentration of methane gas, 
Tuesday ripped through the Scotia 
Coal Co. mine in eastern Kentucky. 
Authorities said at least 16 miners 
were trapped by the blast. 


"From the people we've talked to 


down there we have been told there 
are 16 miners trapped," said Cletis 
Holbrook of the Kentucky State Police 
post in Hazard. 


"We have not heard of anyone else 


being injured who was not trapped at 
the site," Holbrook said. 


The mine, owned by the Blue Dia- 


mond coal Co., is located in a moun- 
tainous area of Eastern Kentucky 
near the Virginia border. 


Holbrook said the trapped miners 


were "located pretty well down in the 
mine." "It's located in the mountain! 
and there aren't many good roads," 
Holbrook said. "We've cleared all the 
major arteries going to local hospitals 
to take care of them." 


He described the mine as a "large 


one" employing at least 500 persons. 
'William R. Zuercher, administrator 
of the Appalachian Regional Hospital 
in Harlan, said emergency operations 
were being set up at the facility to 
receive any injured. 


"The rescuers were having trouble 


getting to the men," Zuercher said. 
"We are prepared for any number of 
casualties." 


Margaret Caywood, executive as- 


sistant to the Commissioner of Mines 
and Minerals, said mine officials were 
sent from Lexington to the scene to 
aid in rescue efforts and begin an in- 
vestigation of the explosion. 


Cable car tails 
450 ieet, 42 die 


TRENTO, Italy (UPI) — A packed 


cable car at one of Italy's most popu- 
lar ski resorts Tuesday bounced up 
and down on its cable, then plunged 
more than 450 feet into a ravine in the 
Italian Alps, police said.

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Aide pledges 2nd list by Thursday 
Walker 'gift list' comes up short 


by STEVE BROWN 


Aides to Gov .Daniel Walker re- 


leased an incomplete list of persons 
who contributed to the governor's 1972 
campaign Tuesday, but promised ad- 
ditional Information this week. 


Patricia Oakley, a Walker ' press 


aide, said the list includes the names ' 
of about 5,000 persons who'vhad con- 
tributed after the 1972. general elec-, 
tion. She said another list trill be. re-' 
(cased Thursday of contributors to 
Walkers' 1972 general election', cam- 
paign. 
, 
. ,' 


"We hope to have a list of the con- 


tributors to the primary campaign 
available then or by Saturday at the 
latest," she said. There was no state- 
ment released with the list. Walker 
and his aides have been promising to 
make a full disclosure of his 1972 con- 
tributors for several weeks. 


THE LIST CONTAINS no exact con- 


tributions, but only identified the con- 
tributions by general amounts. 


The list was not as complete as the 


one released several weeks ago by 
Sec. of State Michael Howlett, Walk- 
er's primary opponent. 


Howlett, however, provided only 


two copies of the list, one in Chicago 
and another in Springfield. Walker 
provided separate copies for all news- 
men, but refused to give a copy of the 
list to a representative of the Citizen's 
Action Program. 


The largest contribution noted in the 


list was for a Carbondale dinner from' 
James J. Gait for $33,150. 


THE LIST INCLUDES the names of 


a number of construction and engi- 
neering firms that have received state 
contracts. It also was noted that 11 
Chicago Democratic ward organiza- 
tions were listed as contributors to 
Walker's fundraising efforts. How- 
ever, no money was received from 
the llth Ward organization, the home 
of Mayor Richard J. Daley. 


The list also reveals Howlett gave 


Walker $500 to help erase his cam- 
paign debt. Other notable contributors 
included Michael Bakalis, who is run- 
ning for comptroller against Roland 
Burns, a Walker appointee, and Alan 
Dixon who is running for secretary of 
state against State Sen. Vince De-

Gerald Ford: his popularity fluctuates 


Gerald Rudolph Ford became the 


3Bth president when Richard Nixon re-' 
signed from office in August, 1974. 
The former minority leader of the 
Mouse had spent 25 years as a con- 
gressman from Michigan before Con- 
gress approved his nomination as 
vice-president to replace Spiro Agnew 
under the 25th Amendment. 


Ford's accession to the presidency 


was hailed by the vast majority of 
Americans who saw in him an hon- 
est, open man whose presence in the 
White House would dispel the acrimo- 


ny and suspicion that marked Nixon's 
last years in office. 


However, the new president alien- 


ated a number of supporters when, a 
month after his swearing in, he par- 
doned Richard Nixon. 


HIS POPULARITY rose the follow- 


ing May when President Ford dis- 
patched the Marines to liberate the 
merchant vessel, Mayaguez, and res- 
cue its crew from their Cambodian 
.captors. That winter, Ford met with 
Leonid Brezhnev in Vladivostok to 


agree to a U S.-U S.S.R arms ilimita- 
tion. The accord was initially lauded, 
but critics have subsequently pointed 
out that the agreement permits more 
missiles than either country would 
have produced without it. 


A major issue of Ford's adminis- 


tration involved the financial crisis of 


.. New York City. While the nation's 
' largest city found its credit dissolving 


and its employes being laid off in 
r e c o r d numbers, the President 
adamantly refused to bail the city out, 
claiming New York was responsible 


for solving its own problems, even if 
it meant bankruptcy. 


Eventually, President Ford offered 


short-term loans to the city, but only 
after New York had done all it could 
to restore responsible management. 


Contrary to most expectations, the 


former minority leader was virtually 
unable to work with Congress, vetoing 
more than 40 pieces of legislation his 
first 18 months in office.

Ronald Reagan stops on his vigorous 
campaign for the presidency, the 
ladies note that the 65-year-old former 
actor's hair is as suspiciously thick 
and dark as it was when he was a 
B-plcture heartthrob in the 1940's. 


The son of a shoe salesman, who 


Ironically was a New Deal Democrat, 
Reagan graduated in 1032 from the 
Disciples of Christ college where he 
had made up bis mind for show biz. 
He worked as a radio sports an- 
nouncer until 1937 when Warner Bros. 
signed him to • $200 • week contract. 


Over the next 19 years he made 50 
movies. 


His active interest in politics began 


when bis motion picture career was 
on the decline. As president of the 
Screen Actors Guild for six terms, he 
blocked attempts by alleged Commu- 
nists to gain organizational power in 
the film industry 


HIS ENTRY INTO national politics 


came hvl964 when, as a Barry Gold- 
water campaigner, he made con- 
servative speeches that so impressed 
California Republicans that they 


asked him to run for governor. He did 
in 1966, winning by 57 per cent of the 
vote. He was reelected in 1970. In 1968 
he made an abbreviated try for the 
presidency, ' but sat out the 1972 
sweepstakes. 


Reagan associates claim that as 


governor he held state hiring to less 
than one-seventh of that of the prior 
administration. They give him credit 
for cutting welfare rolls by more than 
200,000 and welfare costs by $1 billion. 


Critics say that the Reagan forces 


failed to hold the line on spending (the 


budget doubled in his eight years, per 
capita taxes increased from $426 to 
$768), yet a fair analysis suggests that 
he left California in better financial 
condition than he found it. 


His campaign is rooted to the con- 


cepts of thrift and individualism. He 
says he can reduce federal spending 
by about $90 billion by a series of 
maneuvers 
which include shifting 


many social responsibilities back to 
the states. As for his hair, his wife 
insists that it is untinted.

said. 


Mrs. Brennan deleted from her

Chapman which had been included 
in a prepared text sent earlier in the 
day to the press. 


In that text, Mrs. Brennan had said 


Mrs. Chapman's veto was "turning a 
deaf ear to the children, the parents, 
the teachers and all other residents of 
the 3rd District." 


FOLLOWING 
MRS. Brennan's 


remarks, Mrs. Chapman, speaking 
from a wheelchair because of a 
recently-broken ankle, defended her 
vote on the veto override, and re- 
ferred to Mrs. Brennan only as "a 
previous speaker." 


Mrs. Chapman said she voted to 


sustain the governor's veto because,

Mrs. Chapman said she voted 


against the override only because she 
was convinced "we could not afford 
it," and asked the audience, "Are you 
ready for a tax increase?"

organization (the organization headed 
by Daley)." 


Mrs. Chapman, who along with Mrs.

The cost of moves for 25 other 


department 
employes 
ranged 


from $250 to more than $1,000, 
Dick Adorjan, public affairs offi- 
cer for the Illinois Dept of Trans- 
portation, said Tuesday. The cost 
of 
an "average move" has 


been slightly more than $500, he 
said. 


THE MOVING allowances were 


approved under some pressure 
from the union representing de- 
partment employes, Adorjan said.

Agnes Thompson 
assesses son Jim 


(Editor's Note: In preparing a series on the wives

Although during an interview with a stranger, Mrs. 


Thompson Is shy, hesitant to reveal too much about

the first time, though. I thought he'd start with 
something lower." 


There are some diplomatic gaps in Mrs. Thomp- 


son's public comments about her son. No, she says, 
she can't remember anything naughty he did as a 
child. (The candidate, when told of that answer lat- 
er, just laughed.) And she doesn't advise him about 
issues, although it's her turn .to laugh when asked if 
she's sometimes tempted. 


As governor, she says, Jim Thompson will "be 


honest and work hard." Although she doesn't get to 
see him as often as she used to and "at times I've 
thought he looked a little tired," she says, she thinks 
the campaign is going well. 


The cozy brick house furnished with antiques cho- 


sen by Mrs. Thompson and her son has many signs 
of the gubernatorial campaign and the career as 
U.S. attorney which preceded It. Thompson's picture, 
along with those of his brothers and 'sister, hangs on 
the wall. Yellowed newspaper clippings about the 
young U.S. attorney who made a reputation prose- 
cuting politicians adorn the bulletin board above the 
telephone. 


While Jim Thompson was growing up, the Thomp- 


sons were not a political family, she says, although 
politics was certainly discussed now and then. "We 
are the sort of people who vote for the man and not 
a straight ticket," 


her now-famous son, the depth of her commitment to 
his candidacy is clear. 


"I've been passing out buttons for him and things 


like that," she says with a smile. 


Her son, Mrs. Thompson says, was always "a 


leader. He was always the one to say what the other 
children were going to do." And he was interested in

Women and 
children first

Child custody: could 
this father get it?

P.O. divorced her husband five 


years ago and was awarded custody 
of their three children with visiting 
privileges granted the father. Now her 
former husband is thinking seriously 
of seeking their custody on grounds 
the children, 10, 12 and 14, need a 
father more than a mother. Since both 
parents work, the father maintains he 
can give them as much attention as 
the mother. P.D. points out that the 
father's job takes him to several parts 
of the country, one reason why she 
divorced him. She wants to know if 
her former mate has the right to ask 
for custody. 


The court granted the custody to the 


mother until and unless the husband 
could prove her an "unfit" mother, 
neglectful or too ill to care for the 
children properly. The father would 
also have to prove he could offer 
more suitable living conditions if he 
claimed the children needed his care 
for their mental or physical devel- 
opment. 


COURTS GENERALLY grant custo- 


dy to the mother, especially when the 
children are very young and need her 
care. The younger the child, the more 
chance the mother has for custody. 


• However, custody is not permanent, 
especially while both parents are liv- 
ing (or at any time while the child is 
a minor and under the court's juris- 
diction). Custody is a serious matter 
and judges wont disturb an arrange- 
ment that is working, and benefiting 
the child simply because a parent de- 
cides he or she would, at a particular 
time, want the child. 


On the other hand, there Is a situ- 


ation that bears watching, one that 
will be repeated many times in the 
future as the social and economic pic- 
ture changes. 


In the past courts very seldom 


granted custody to fathers, but today 
there are many divorced mothers who 
are willing, even anxious, to give the 
children to the father's care and for 
the court to grant him custody. To- 
day's economy often forces a divorced 
woman to help out financially whether 
she likes to work or not so P.D.'s for- 
mer husband's view of being equally 
as able to give his children attention 
as their mother may be a portent of 
things to come. I would not want to 
say any procedure involving divorce 
will continue indefinitely. 


IN THE PROCESS of divorce courts 


will often permit an older child to 
choose the parent with whom he or she 
wishes to live. Again, it would be up 
to the judge to decide whether the 
child's choice was in his or her own 
best interests. 


While I do not agree with the hus- 


band's words or actions in P.D.'s 
case, I do admire his interest in his 
children and if he is a good father, 
she perhaps should think about the 
question of custody. 


If he violated a court order (by tak- 


ing the children), he would have to 
answer to the court. Today courts can 
trace a parent through the Health, 
Education and Welfare Department, 
Social Security and many other 
sources. In another column I will cov- 
er "child-napping" in detail and what 
is being done about taking a child 
without the other parent's permission.

need carbohydrates 


What is Ike danger IB a high carbohydrate diet for a fast grow 


tag. 13-year-old boy? He Is «-f«et-l and Ms diet Is not to varied. 


There is nothing wrong with a high carbohydrate diet. Most of the 


world has lived on it. Cultivation of cereal and the use of plant food 
was the major source of food energy for early man. High carbohy- 
drate diets include all cereals with needed cereal fiber, vegetables 
and fruits which are important sources of minerals and vitamins. 


When young people are growing rapidly, they need lots of energy. 


This,may be one reason why they like concentrated carbohydrate 
foods such as sweets. The only thing I want to add here is that it's 
Important to be certain that the kind of carbohydrates that growing 
people are getting include adequate amounts of fresh fruits, vege- 
tables and cereals. The other important feature is that of course the 
diet should be balanced and include sufficient meat, milk and 
protein foods to provide all the essential amino acids for the growth 
process. 


The equivalent of a quart of milk a day (preferably fortified skim 


milk, second choice low-fat fortified milk) and about seven ounces 
of meat, chicken or fish a day will meet all the protein needs.

I read In an advice column that women who were married to 


circumcised men bad less of a chance of getting cancer of the 
cervix and I want to know If that really is true. 


No, it's not. That's what happens when you read popular columns 


on medical subjects by people who are not medically trained. 
That's an old wives' tale. The idea began because it was noted that 
many Jewish women seemed to be free of cancer of the cervix. The 
immediate and erroneous conclusion was made that because Jewish 
males are circumcised that this was related to circumcision. 


Additional studies since then have shown that it is more closely 


related to the social behavior of the individuals involved. The In- 
cidence of cancer of the cervix in Jewish women varies greatly 
depending on what their individual creeds are. In groups where the 
young girls are supervised and premarital sex is frowned upon, the 
incidence of cancer of the cervix is relatively low. By contrast in 
other groups with different moral precepts cancer of the cervix is 
about the same as seen in the general American population. 


Recent studies show that women who become active sexually 


very early in life and have multiple partners are the ones who are 
most likely to have cancer of the cervix. Let me say at once that 
doesn't mean that a person who has cancer of the cervix has had a 
varied and extensive sexual life. It can and does occur even in 
virgins, but this is relatively rare. The final analysis of the relation- 
ship of circumcision to cancer of the cervix reveals that there 
seems to be no specific relationship at all. If this is the only motiva- 
tion a man has to be circumcised or a mother has to have her male 
child circumcised, the motivation Is misplaced.

Cream one cup of margarine with two cups of brown sugar. Add 


two eggs and beat. Add one teaspoon of soda dissolved in two 
tablespoons of water. Then sift together one and one-half teaspoons 
of baking powder, a pinch of salt and three and one-fourth cups of 
flour — and add this. Roll into walnut-size balls, flatten and depress 
centers with a thimble. Put half a teaspoon of jam In the centers 
and bake 10 minutes at 375 degrees. 


For my part, I elected to chill the mix for half an hour before 


shaping the balls. Even better than promised, Mrs. Y. Thanks!

Gadgets galore 


Ask any 10 women to name their 


favorite gadget, and you'll get ten dif- 
ferent answers. 


My friend Joyce, the one with the 


green thumb, thinks every household 
should have a meter that measures 
moisture and tells when plants need 
water. Elynor, who's not quite five 
feet tall, says she couldn't do without 
the long tongs that help her reach top 
shelves. 


My own favorite gadget is a jar 


wrench that opens tight jars. I also 
cherish a 15-cent strawberry picker 
that hulls a quart in what seems only 
seconds. 


The point, of course, is that we all 


have our favorite gadgets. And wheth- 
er they cost just pennies or hundreds 
of dollars, they do make life more in- 
teresting, 


ALL OF WHICH is why I particu- 


larly enjoyed a book called "The Book 
of Gadgets," written by Tania Gros- 
slnger with illustrations by Susan 
Zlses. (David McKay Co., New York, 
1974.) 


Ms. Grossinger is a self-confessed 


"gadget freak." In her book she ex- 
plores some 700 different gadgets for 
the house, for the "gadgeting gour- 
met," for travel, et cetera. Included, 
too, is a resource section on "where to 
find them." 


As she points out, America has long 


had a consuming passion for gadgets. 


And what exactly is a gadget? Ms. 


Grossinger defines it as "anything 
you want it to be." Essentially, she 
says, a gadget DOES something, 
though not necessarily a something 
that couldn't be done just as well 
without It. Yet a gadget is essentially 
supposed to save time, energy and/or 
money, and simplify the task to be 
done. 


MEN, SHE SAYS, tend to look at a 


gadget and think,"What fun." They 
buy to satisfy their toy-desires. Wom- 
en may see a gadget simply as some- 
thing else to clean. 


Apparently, though, we all think 


"what fun" enough to make us all en- 
thusiastic gadget consumers. Even 
the avowed non-consuming young buy 
the Swiss Army knife by the thou- 
sand*, though few really need this 
knife that opens up into 14 other gad- 


the fabulous mini-cart for the office. 
It's said to deliver coifee, pick up 
mail, let itself on and off elevators, 
yield right-of-way to people in its 
path, and even recharge itself when 
necessary. 


EVEN MORE fascinating than the 


pages on today's gadgets are the sec- 
tions that deal with gadgets of the 
past. The author says that gadgets 
really began to proliferate in the Neo- 
lithic period (6,000 B C. — 4,000 B.C.) 
when men devised traps, looms, pot- 
ter's wheels and even the bow and ar- 
row. 


In more modern times, Leonardo da 


Vinci is considered by many to be the 
godfather of gadgets. One of his most 
far-reaching discoveries was made in 
1482, when he first described the cam- 
era obscura. 


In an earlier America, Thomas Jef- 


ferson is credited with everything 
from the first dumbwaiter to a por- 
table music stand for a quintet, while 
Benjamin Franklin created both bifoc- 
als and lightning rods. 


OF COURSE, some earlier gadgets 


never quite made it. Ms. Grossinger 
shows, for instance, a drawing for a 
device for producing dimples, patent- 
ed in 1896, and another for a com- 
bined clothes brush, flask and drink- 
ing cup, patented in 1893. 
x 


Many of today's gadgets aren't as 


modern as we think. Sears Roebuck 
sold a Princess Bust Developer for 
$1.46 in 1897; the first patent for the 
flush toilet was issued in London in 
1775; Nancy Johnson invented the 
first ice cream freezer in 1864; and 
Westinghouse Introduced 
the first 


electric frypan in 1911. 


Ms. Grossinger closes her fascinat- 


ing book with a bit of speculation on 
possible gadgets of the future, such as 
a shoelace-tying machine, bumper sti- 
ckers that selfdestruct when an elec- 
tion is over and edible tape for hold- 
ing big sandwiches together. 


THOUGH SHE MAKES no firm pre- 


dictions, she says that gadgets of the 
future, like their counterparts today, 
will "reflect the life-styles, needs and 
fantasies of the generations that 
create and consume them." 


Gadgets, she concludes, will always

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Computers to ciit red tape in jobless aid 


by LEA TONKIN 


Someday, says Tom Revane, the pa- 


perwork shuffle that stands between 
unemployed workers and their benefit 
checks will be cut by computerized 
operations. 


Revane is manager of the State 


Dept. of Labor'* Bureau of Employ- 
ment Security, Division of Unemploy- 
ment Compensation office in Mount 
Prospect. He figures the office at 40 
N. Main St. serves some 11,000 North- 
west suburban residents. 


Handling and procedure time will 


be cut when the division starts to use 
a new computer system, Revane said. 
The taret date is mid-1976. 


IN THE meantime an unemployed 


worker's best bet is to come in as 
soon as possible after he loses his job. 
"The claim, in most cases, becomes 
effective the week you file," Revane 
said. "You can lose some benefits if 


you don't come in right away." 


If everything goes smoothly a 


claimant will receive his first check 
about 10 days after he malls hi a 
claim card. 


The reasons why everything doesn't 


always go smoothly are numerous. To 
assist jobless area residents in side- 
stepping potential problems, Revane 
explains the state claims procedure: 


"When you come into the office, the 


receptionist will give you a claims 
package," Revane said. "You fffl out 
the forms, then Wait in line to talk to 
a claims examiner. They will verify 
your identification, then ask you for a 
brief work history." 


The applicant is asked to come back 


to the office the second Saturday after 
the claim is filed. 


"IN MOST CASES, there are no 


problems," he said, "except for case- 
load volume. When you come in to file

a claim, it's backdated to the Sunday 
of the week in which you file." ',. 


The exception is a previous employ- 


er's protest of a claim. Benefits will 
be delayed as much as one month, or . 
possibly refused, if a claim is con- 
tested. 


"Your benefits are determined by 


base period earnings," Revane contin- 
ued. The state uses a- table of earn- 
ings and a formula based on the num- 
ber of dependents to >set payment 
amounts'. The applicant will be noti- 
fied of the payment amount 1>y mail. 


"If he* doesn't agree with the find- 


ing, he,should come in right away," 
Revane said 


When a claimant comes back the 


second Saturday for,an interview, he 
will fill out a form to indicate whether 
he was "actively seeking a job. A sup- 
ply of claim cards is'given to the ap- 
plicant. 


THE CARDS WILL BE mailed to 


the division. Once a month, the claim- 
ant must register with the state's em- 
ployment office adjacent to the unem- 
ployment inurance office. 


The sheaf of forms required for 


each applicant means a heavy paper- 
work burden for the state. "Some- 


times we may have more than we can 
handle"," Revane said. When special 
problems are encountered by a claim- , 
ant, or his claim is contested by a 
former employer, njore procedures 
and paperwork are required. 


"The' worst thing that can happen is 


the loss of a benefit check in the 
mall," Revane said. The state waits 
60 days before it takes action on lost 
checks.

• Revane believes the Mount Pros- 
pect office' efficiently handles most 
c l a i m s "for unemployment com- 
pensation. The use of computerized' 
claims information will accelerate the 
procedure, however.

Strict eligibility requirements 


should provide the means to speed le- 
gitimate unemployment compensation 
payments, said Leonard Day, labor 
relations manager for the Illinois 
State Chamber of Commerce. 
"They're still paying too many 
people, in our opinion," he said. 
- "The original intent was to provide 
unemployment insurance to people 
tfho were involuntarily unemployed," 
Day said. He said the state associ- 
ation plans to call for legislation set- 
ting strict standards for eligibility.

NEW YORK (DPI) - Technology 


can help improve city life and stem 
the exodus of jobs from urban areas, 
says Dr. George Bugliarello, presi- 
dent of the Polytechnic Institute of 
New York. 


Bugliarello says New York, the na- 


tion's largest city, has laid off tens of 
thousands of municipal workers in an 
effort to regain its financial balance 
but has virtually ignored tech- 
nological means to improve both its 
fiscal and social equilibrium. 


He said New York, like the rest of 


the nation, still has not learned "the 
seemingly endless cost spiral in hospi- 
tal operation, street cleaning, garbage 
collection, transportation and scores 
of other services cannot be slowed 
without the application of new tech- 
nologies." 


HE 
DEFINES 
technology as 


problem-solving using both gadgets 
and good management. 


Perpetuating 
inefficiencies 
"pits 


workers against machines," and 
Bugliarello, an authority on the uses 
and believes technology can both elim- 
inate wasteful jobs hi service areas 
while creating and maintaining many 
other jobs in useful private industry. 


He reasons lower service costs 


would help stem property and person- 
al tax increases in urban areas, in- 
ducing business both to locate and 
stay in cities. High personal income 
taxes can cause a "chief executive to 
move his whole business just to move 
himself," BugiiareJlo said. 


He called for cities "to begin assert- 


ing their technological needs," defin-

major adjustments would be needed 
for such schemes to work. Bankers 
and other money-lenders would have 
to be induced to invest more of their 
money within city limits, and city and 
union leaders would have to abandon 
their so-called "work politics" that 
have maintained larger-than-needed 
municipal payrolls. 


Bugliarello proposes cities establish 


review offices that would make use of 
local educational institutions to find 
new uses for technology and set policy 
on new developments. 


Polytechnic Institute, which Buglia- 


rello has headed since 1973 when it 
was formed through the merger of 
Polytechnic Institute of Brooklyn and 
the New York University of School of 
Engineering and Science, has worked 
with the city on several projects. 
Among them were development of a 
high-rise building fire code and a new 
building code considered a model for 
other major cities. 


Cities should concentrate on one 


problem at a time, he said. Each im- 
provement would have a rippling.ef- 
fect and could provide savings to, go 
on to the next area. 


FOR EXAMPLE, HE suggests sub- 


stituting home care for hospital care 
whenever possible. This would reduce 
hospital bills by putting family mem- 
bers to work as patient babysitters, 
but also would reduce family visits to 
the hospital, cutting congestion and 
fuel usage. 


Bugliarello believes commu- 


nications advances could be used to 
allow some persons to work at home 
and save the daily commute to the 
office. 


"The great problem with technology 


is isolation, but it is conceivable you 
can reverse the social patterns that 
separate work from all other living 
activities," Bugliarello says. "Work- 
big at home could help bring those 
activities back together again."

Price flexibility urged by airlines

sential key to change," Carlson said. 
"United Airlines supports the concept 
of pricing flexibility. If it is necessary 
to have greater competition in order 
to provide pricing freedom, we could 
accept that." 


He said the proposed Aviation Act 


of 1975 "Would keep "a tight lid on 
fares while opening an already highly 
competitive industry to all comers."

Lawn doctor reaps healthy prof its 
His grass always grows greener 


by THOMAS L. McGANN 


As far as Don Arenberg is con- 


cerned, the grass is always greener 
on his own side of the fence. .... 


Arenberg, an agronomist'with plen- 


ty of green in his pocket, has been in 
the yard business since he was a teen- 
ager. He now has a key role in the 
direction of Agro Chem Inc., a firm 
with a sizable share of the multimil- 
lion-dollar liquid organic; fertilizer 
business. 


He also heads Agro Care, a Chi- 


cago-based firm that uses a computer 
to specialize in problem* solving and 
maintenance for businesses with huge 
expanses of grass to worry about — 
golf courses, cemeteries, hospitals 
and, .in growing numbers, the corpo- 
rations that leave the cities for build- 
ings of their own in the suburbs. 


IT ALL BEGAN for Arenberg when 


he was 14 and his family moved into a 
new house in the Rogers Park section 
of Chicago, where his father could not 
get the lawn to grow properly. To 


learn how, young Arenberg enrolled 
in a course at Chicago's famous bo- 
tanical institution, the Morton Arbore- 
tum. Later, although still in high 
school, Arenberg was allowed to en- 
roll in botany courses at Northwestern 
University.

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Within a couple of growing seasons, 


Arenberg had turned his; family lawn 
into a neighborhood showpiece and 
neighbors were asking him to apply 
his expertise to their grounds. 


He then found himself in the lawn 


care business, hiring school friends to 
help because there was too much 
work for him alone. By the time he 
graduated from high school, Arenberg 
had a going business employing eight 
other youngsters; 
• .

The family wanted Arenberg to be- 


come a dentist and he spent a year in 
pre-dentistry, worrying about his busi- 
ness and fretting because he was not 
outdoors dealing with green things. 


Arenberg then switched to the 


School of Agriculture at Purdue Uni- 


versity with an emphasis on land- 
scape architecture and turf manage- 
ment. He was able to keep control of 
his home lawn care business in Chi- 
cago at the same time. By the time he 
graduated with a degree in turf man- 
agement, he was running a business 
with 19 employes. 


THROUGH. HIS STUDIES, Aren- 


berg concluded that soil analysis and 
composition correction through liquid, 
fertilizers were the combination that 
could solve lawn problems. 


For years, organic liquid fertilizers 


— products actually made from plant 
'material such as corn stalks — were 
expensive in comparison with the pe- 
troleum-based fertilizers. Then came 
the energy crisis and suddenly the 
price difference had been narrowed 
drastically.. 
. 


' "With the growing concern over 
ecological problems," Arenberg said, 
"many business firms are becoming 
aware that the grounds surrounding 


their buildings are very often their, 
face to the public, their initial adver- 
tising, so to speak." 


To keep those grounds beautiful, 


Arenberg has developed the "comput- 
erized lawn" concept. 


First comes a soil core sample for 


laboratory analysis to determine defi- 
ciencies of minerals and other neces- 
sary plant nutrients.* The data is fed 
into a computer programmed by 
Arenberg to respond with the informa- 
tion needed to correct the make-up of 
the soil. 


Arenberg makes sure the lawn is 


being properly watered and properly 
trimmed. Then, his crew begins resto- 
ration of the soil through applications 
of liquid organic fertilizer made from 
the formula specially devised for that 
lawn. 


Arenberg insists a good lawn can be 


grown practically anywhere with the 
proper nutrition.

Bank on price 
of coal to jump, 
expert predicts 


by SAMUEL 0. HANCOCK 


MARION, HI. (UPI) - 
If most 


Americans are going to keep cool in 
the summer and stay warm in the 
winter, they are going to have to bank 
on a four-letter work — coal. 


That's the view of Otis J. Gibson, 


Springfield, president of the Illinois 
Coal Operators Assn., who says pros- 
pects for coal getting cheaper are 
slim to none. 


In an interview, Gibson said that 


while coal prices in the spot market 
fluctuate, "I would have to say that 
the average price to the utility on a 
long-term contract would be going up 
because of labor contracts and mate- 
rials costs." 


COAL OPERATORS apparently feel 


they have a safe future because 10 
new coal mines are being built in the 
state, Gibson said the new mines 
should be completed within three 
years, employ some 3,000 men and 
produce 23 million additional tons of 
coal a year. 


Finding enough adequately trained 


men to man the new mines will be a 
problem, Gibson said, but the industry 
is attempting to solve it through coal 
mining courses being offered at junior 
colleges. 


Gibson said Illinois' environmental 


restrictions are among the toughest in 
the nation and that about half of the 
state's coal production goes to other 
states. 


According to recent information, the 


entire output of two of the 10 new 
mines under construction is scheduled 
to go to utility companies in Georgia, 
Gibson said. 


"BEFORE WE HAD the energy 


crisis, power needs were increasing at 
the rate of 7 per cent a year," said 
Gibson. "When the crisis came, that 
rate stopped, but now the energy 
needs are going back up each year." 


Coal gasification plants, nuclear 


plants and solar installations are cost- 
ly and would require too much time 
for construction to help solve the 
short-term power crunch, Gibson said. 


"And with nuclear plants you have 


the added environmental problem of 
waste disposal," said Gibson. 


Gibson said England handled some 


of its smoke and sulfur dioxide prob- 
lems with high smokestacks that "dis- 
persed it up high. They seem to living 
over there." 


"Solar energy Is great to heat 


swimming pools, but if you want to 
heat homes and offices you are going 
to nave to use coal, despite what the 
politicians say," said Gibson.

As a 17-year coach of varsity bas- 
ketball, Parmentler's prep teams 
have won 20 or more games four 
times.

Only a handful of area schools 


have ever accomplished a 20-win 
season. Even Kersey's 1973-74 
team with All-American Dave 
Corzine finished one victory short 
despite being the first Mid-Subur- 
ban League team to reach the 
Champaign-hosted state finals. 
, Hersey coach Roger Steingraber 
and his Husky teams, had been 
frustrated three times In the past 
seven years by finishing at the 19- 
win mark. "It's been a psy- 
chological barrier, I guess," said 
Steingraber, who has an eight- 
year record of 118-83. 


"It's a great feeling," said Paul 


Grady, coach of the Buffalo Grove 
Bison. "It was' the No. 1 goal for 
them to accomplish." 


Besides winning their 20th and 


21st games as well as their first 
regional title last week, the Bison 
also went over the .500 mark (36- 
35) for the, first time in the 
school's three-year history. 


"That was more of an accom- 


plishment than winning 20," said 
Grady. His first two seasons as 
head coach the varsity was 3-19 
and 12-12. 


"I'hope that I'm never judged 


by how many games I win. I don't 
want to get on a big ego trip. It 
happens to too many of us. The 
game is for the kids." 


As far as Schaumburg coach 


Joe Breault is concerned, winning 
20 '''for our team meant an awful 
lot. This'team has done something 
no other team has done before — 
be a winner. We had never been 
over .500 (in a season)." 


Schaumburg came into this sea- 


son with a 23-70 record. "I lost 
about 10 years here," joked 
Breault, referring to those four 
losing years that aged him beyond 
his 29 years. "But It's all worth it. 


"Our program has a foot in the 


door. We are now competitive 
with other schools." 


Elk Grove, like Schaumburg, 


lost by a slim point in the region- 


als last Friday. And Parmentier, 
like Breault, has brought success 
to Elk Grove.

Taking over'a losing program, 


Parmentier has 'built a winner. 
Besides' the milestone 20th win 
last week, Elk'Grove also boosted 
its 10-year record to the .500 mark 
(111-111). 


Parmentier had three Gillespie

the 1960s where he compiled many 
of his 264 wins (against 160 loss- 
es). Despite the previous suc- 
cesses, it's still a special thrill for 
him.

Gophers get probation 


The National Collegiate Athletic Association's Committee on In- 


fractions announced Tuesday the University of Minnesota has bwm 
placed on probation for three years for violations of NCAA regu- 
lations in its basketball program. 


Violations involved improper expenses, extra benefits, Improper 


financial aid to student-athletes, ethical conduct, participation of 
ineligible athletes and numerous sections of the NCAA recruiting 
legislation, 


The committee said penalties will include prohibition of the uni- 


versity's basketball team from competing in any postseason com- 
petition during the first two years of the probationary period. 


In addition, Minnesota will be permitted to award only three new 


basketball scholarships for the 1978-77 and 1977-78 academic years. 
The university has been required to sever all relations between 
•even representatives of its athletic interests and its athletic pro- 
gram, which Includes at least discontinuation of their financial sup- 
port, recruiting efforts and membership in athletic booster groups. 


The university also must prohibit an assistant coach, who was not 


named under NCAA policy, from participating in recruiting activi- 
ties during the first two years of the probation.

Indiana University, with two first-team All Americas on the ros- 


ter, was a near-unanimous choice Tuesday In its selection as col- 
leg* basketball's national champion for the second straight year by 
th* United Press International board of coaches. 


The Hooslers, paced to a 2M season by Scott May .and Kent 


Benson, received 40 first place votes from th* final ballots cast by 
42 coaches to mate it th* "in" team for 1975-76. They were voted 
No. 1 every week and th* closest they cam* to losing a gun* was 
an overtime encounter to Michigan on Feb. 7.

Rich Central of Olympia Fields took 
all the marbles in 1974 and Richards 
out of Oak Lawn shared the main 
prize last year with Chicago Heights 
Bloom. 


But If the '76 gathering demonstra- 


ted a trend rather than an isolated, 
temporary shift toward equality, it 


would appear that the fat cats up in 
this area will be growing leaner and 
i 


hungrier in the future. 


Categorizing the team scoring at the 


finals 
by 
qualifying tournaments 


shows that only four sectionals netted 
over 100 points in 1975. All but two did 
this February, led by Rich South with 
162, Granite City at 94 was close and 
Chicago, of course, was less than 30 
shy of the century mark. 


In 1975 individual state champions 


came out of only four sectionals and 
seven districts. In 1976 every sectional 
but Chicago produced at least one 
titllst and 10 different districts were 
represented in the winner's circle. 


There are still' some complaints 


about the state tournament. The sub- 
ject of seeding is one, encouraged by 
this year's 126-pound dividion which 
found four super wrestlers bracketed 
together. 


Another controversial subject that 


has been bandied about since the in- 
ception of A and AA competition is 
the two-mat setup utilized for-' the 
championship round. One corner ar- 
gues that each bout detracts from the 
other. A more practical opposite view- 
point has logistics on its side. 


There are many observers who 


would just as soon see the A and AA 
tourneys run on separate weekends or 
at different sites, pointing out the con- 
spicuous differences in talent from 
one mat to another. But here again, 
the trend may be toward equality. 


Tom Porter, University of Illinois 


head mat coach, notes a tremendous 
upswing in enthusiasm and interest 
over high school wrestling 'among 
small downstate schools lately and 
credits the two-class system for gen- 
erating it. "Within a few years I 
wouldn't be a bit surprised," he said,

Porter struck some valid points. la 


Wisconsin the small schools that 
dominate the prep mat picture and it 
could happen here too, because the 
sport is geared to dedication, hard 
work and sacrifice, traits traditionally 
identified with rural life. 


"A lot of the programs in these 


small towns are new and they're 
headed up by off-season' football 
coaches," added the Fighting lllini 
mentor.

There will 
be an Open House in the morning with 
a Continental breakfast free to all vis- 
itors and a tour of track facilities 
along with an extended view of thor- 
oughbreds in training. 


The July 4 extravaganza, in addi- 


tion to the American Derby renewal 
and the Open House, will also feature 
a free program of fireworks that will 
be staged in conjunction with the Ar- 
lington Heights Village Bicentennial 
Commission. 


One of racing's two-year-old fix- 


tures, the richly-endowed, Arlington- 
Washington Futurity Stakes, will be 
contested Saturday, Sept. 25 for an es- 
timated gross purse of $200,000. 


In 1975, the Futurity was worth 


$234,350 with the winner's share of 
$140,610 being earned by Honest 
Pleasure the current pre-race favorite 
for the Kentucky Derby May 1.

went to a Bloom team which did not 
produce a single individual champ. 


IHSA Assistant Executive Secretary 


Jim Flynn projects a form of realistic 
team competition taking place in 
Champaign by 1978. There are a 
couple of systems under consid- 
eration. One called the Minnesota 
plan was implemented in that state 
two years ago. 


Another idea could be called the 


Riccio plan, but author Dennis Riccio. 
Buffalo Grove's head mat coach, is 
just about ready to supercede his own 
original plan with a new one. 


"I've been lobbying for it a long 


time but I just don't want to see team 
competition be added at the expense 
of the individual aspect ... and I'm 
afraid this is the direction they are 


leaning toward," Riccio offered. 


The Bison coach continued: Basical- 


ly, the Minnesota plan puts too much 
pressure on the coaches and kids. In 
progressing through the districts and 
sectionals winning wrestlers on win- 
ning teams must decide whether to go 
as individuals or team members, or 
both, in which case they'd be having 
to make weight just about every other 
day for three solid weeks. There 
would be a consierable number of 
bouts involved over that time too ... 
all of them emotionally draining." 


Riccio's own plan has been criti- 


cized because it makes no allowance 
for a team champion emerging from 
a sectional that did not win its dis- 
trict, consequently not being repre- 
sented by an entire 12-man team. 
Some detractors have added that Ric- 
cio's plan would also awkwardly 
lengthen tournament programs. 


The coach stands by his system 


though. Two years ago he gathered 
the district results from every meet 
across the state and reworked his 
team concept into them with only a 
negligible increase in time being ab- 
sorbed and no major complications in- 
tervening. 


And for Riccio's biggest complaint 


about 
adding genuine team 
com- 


petition to the state tournament — the 
use of four mats for the finals — he 
has now suggested that eight-squad 
championship team tournaments be 
conducted the week after individual 
combat, with the A event to be hosted 
by Illinois State in Normal and the AA 
running at Northwestern.

00 ELEPHANTS RUN? 


When we ponder the size, weight 


and bulk of the elephant, it's hard to 
visualize him running at all. His thick 
legs support his tremendous body 
weight, but are most 
assuredly 


not designed for the nimble, fleet 
speed of the gazelle. Even so, our 
floppy-eared intelligent friend occa- 
sionally does run, as if to show the 
rest of the animal kingdom he can. 


The elephant takes the prize as the 


world's largest land mammal. Just 
Kis size is enough to arouse our atten- 
tion and interest, but he is unique in 
many other ways. His trunk, for ex- 
ample, serves him in such numerous 
ways that without it he would be lost. 
With it he smells, drinks, digs, feeds 
himself, displays courting attention to 
his mate and can even pick up a pea- 
nut or pull up a tree. 


The elephant's body is no less 


amazing. The average bull can reach 
a height of 10 feet and weigh up to 
seven tons. Supporting his massive 
frame are legs that are sturdy pillars

of bone. His knee joints are not too 
far above the flat, • broad, rather 
shapeless foot pads. The elephant's 
slow, lumbering walk is about the ex- 
tent of his physical activity, but he 
will run if he has to, occasionally 
reaching maximum speeds of 20 miles 
per hour. 


What goads this huge fellow to run? 


Since he has no natural enemies, he 
need not flee from predators. Most 
probably he runs either away from or 
toward things he doesn't understand, 
such as lions hoarding the water hole, 
storms or overbold hunters and photo- 
graphers. And being fiercely protec- 
tive of then- young, elephants will 
most certainly charge anything dis- 
turbing the calves. 


In any case, a short spurt of speed 


usually puts things right again, and 
our normally calm, placid friend set- 
tles back to his usual slow pace. 


An elephant needs very little sleep 


— far less than we humans. This is 
just as well, as he must spend most of 
his time gathering food. It's not un- 
usual for him to consume more than 
500 pounds of vegetation a day. 
What's more, he needs about 30 to SO 


gallons of water to round out bis daily 
diet.

The lowly earthworm probably has 


no idea how important a fellow he is, 
and he spends his life humbly bur- 
rowing in the soil and surfacing when 
hungry. We seldom see him munching 
on the bits of decaying leaves or other 
organic matter because he dines at 
night Many times he will drag left- 
overs down into the ground to feast on 
later. On his way he swallows crumbs 
of dirt, and it is this constant drag- 
ging below debris and bringing to 
the surface .pellets, of earth and di- 
gested material that have given him 
the name "Nature's Plowman." 


The earthworm's soil-enriching and 


aerating talents have spurred many 
gardeners and crop growers.to pur- 
chase commercially grown earth- 
worms, allowing them to work their 
way into the soil. Experts tell us that 
in the course of one year, more than 
15 tons of soil per acre might be

Ford and Carter win in Florida primary 


JIMMY CARTER 


MIAMI (UPI) - President Ford 


won his fourth straight primary Tues- 
day in Florida, dealing a severe blow 
to Ronald Reagan's hopes of winning 
the GOP presidential nomination. 
D e m o c r a t Jimmy Carter upset 
George Wallace and kept his cam- 
paign rolling smoothly. 


Ford defeated Reagan decisively in 


the South's first primary of the 1976 
bicentennial election year. The defeat 
dangerously — perhaps fatally — 
crippled the presidential campaign of 
the 65-year conservative former gov- 
ernor of California. 


Carter's well-organized political ma- 


chine whipped Wallace, who won the 
Florida primary four years ago. Sen. 
Henry M. Jackson finished third. 


Late Tuesday night the Republican 


vote with 90 per cent of the precincts 
in looked like this: 


Ford: 281,004 — 53 per cent; Rea- 


gan : 245,616 — 47 per cent. 


In the Democratic voting it was: 
Carter: 399,568 — 35 per cent; Wall- 


ace: 370,839 — 32 per cent; and Jack- 
son: 252-971 — 22 per cent. 


In the race for convention dele- 


gates, Ford led Reagan 43 to 23, while 
Carter had 35, Wallace 26 and Jack- 
son 20. 


"'I'm just overjoyed," Ford told re- 


porters in Washington. He telephoned 
his campaign headquarters in Orlando 
to predict the Florida victory would 
provide the "tremendous momentum 
we need to win in November." 


Asked if he thought Reagan's chal- 


lenge for the GOP nomination was 
ended, Ford replied "Oh, I wouldn't 
get into that. Tonight Is not a night to 
talk about victory except to thank 
people for the fine job they did." 
' 


Wallace's second place finish in 


Dixie, where he has been undisputed 
Democratic vote king for more than a 
decade, cast grave doubts whether he 
would be able to recover and mount a 
serious challenge for the -nomination. 
He has said he 'would not attempt an- 
other third party candidacy because 
the Democratic candidates had moved 
to the right. 


Carter, talking to reporters at his 


headquarters-in Orlando, claimed the 
victory made him front-runner for the 
Democratic nomination. 


"I don't see anybody ahead of me, 


but we still have a long way to go," 
Carter said, haying added Florida to 
his primary wins in New Hampshire 
and Vermont. 


He told cheering supporters "I think 


you're right, I think I'll be No. 1 on 
the first ballot." 


Carter, a novice on the national 


scene whose two-year-old campaign 
strategy has worked perfectly so far, 
said his toughest challenge for the 
nomination will come from either 
Jacksor or Rep. Morris K. Udall of 
Arizona, who stayed out of Florida. 
'Wallace, campaigning in Illinois, 
told about 2,500 persons at Union Hall 
in southwest suburban Countryside 
that "If one primary was the election, 
then we might as well hang it up. But 
'that is not the case." 


Wallace refused to say his cam- 


paign was "slipping" but 
said: 


"We're Slipping right into the con- 
vention with a big block of dele- 


He also said he would not change 


bis campaign style because of the out- 
come in Florida. Aides, however, said

Dow average 
hits 1,000; 
closes lower 


The Dow Jones industrial aver- 


age twice broke the psychological 
barrier of 1,000 in Tuesday New 
York Stock Exchange trading. 
Closing at 993.70, the stock market 
indicator gained 4.96 points from 
Monday. 


Analysts said the Dow dropped 


because of profit-taking activity 
as investors sold their stock. The 
Dow last closed above the 1,000 
mark Jan. 26,1973. 


The volume for Tuesday's trad- 


ing was 31,770,000 shares. 


"One thousand is just a num- 


ber," said Bill Bayuk, an Arling- 
ton Heights economist who coun- 
sels the Bank of Elk Grove and 
other financial institutions, "It 
poses a.psychological barrier. But 
certainly people are feeling bet- 
ter, 
consumer 
confidence and 


business profits are improving." 


STOCK PRICES are sensitive to 


changes in consumer and business 
sentiment, Bayuk said.

Janitor escapes death at LeGourmet 
Bombing baffles owners of cafe

Owners of LeGourmet restaurant 


near Arlington Heights said they are 
baffled by a pre-dawn bombing m 
which an employe narrowly escaped 
death. The blast shattered windows 
and hurled metal fragments through- 
out the main dining room. 


William Dravillas, manager and 


part-owner of the popular French res- 
taurant at 500 N. Rand Rd. in unin- 
corporated Wheeling Township, said, 
"We just don't know," when asked of 
a possible motive for the bombing at 
3 30am 


Dravillas said he knew of no threats 


and other troubles or problems that 
might have led to the incident. 


"THE OWNERS ARE mystified," 


said Lt. Frank Braun of the Cook 
County Sheriff's police. 


The bomb, believed to have contain- 


ed about two pounds of black powder 
packed into a length of capped pipe, 
was thrown through the front window 
of the wooden frame building. 


The blast blew pieces of metal and 


other debris into walls, ceiling and 
furniture of the main dining room. A 
downstairs lounge also was damaged 
by the explosion, which shattered 
most of the restaurant windows. 


Braun said, "It was a fairly good- 


sized bomb. Whoever made it, knew 
what they were doing." 


INVESTIGATORS estimated 
the 


damage at about $5,000, but Dravillas 
said the losses were still being deter- 
mined Tuesday afternoon. 


A janitor was alone in the building 


when the bombing occurred. Police 
said he heard the sound of breaking 
glass and found the bomb, with a 
burning fuse, on the floor. 


The janitor, who was not identified, 


tried to extinguish the fuse by throw- 


ing water on it. When the fuse would 
not go out, he ran from the room to 
telephone for help seconds before it 
exploded, investigators said. 


"If he had been in the room when it 


went off, he would have been blown 
all over the restaurant," Braun said. 
The janitor escaped injury, Braun 
said. 


BRAUN SAID the incident at Le- 


Gourmet is not related to two earlier 
fires at other area French restau- 
rants. 


"The methods are not linked," he 


said. 


By Tuesday afternoon, most of the 


damage to LeGourmet had been re- 
paired by employes and workmen who 
covered shattered windows with plas- 
tic sheeting and set up the dining 
room in time for a private luncheon 
party. 


There were other customers in the 


upstairs lounge area, and Dravillas 
said business was only slightly affect- 
ed by the bombing. 


HE SAID THE restaurant, which 


«pened in 1972, had no history of 
threats or other problems. 


The bombing of LeGourmet is the 


third incident involving a French res- 
taurant in the Northwest suburbs in 
the past nine months. 


A short circuit was blamed for a 


fire that destroyed Le Francais Res- 
taurant, 269 S. Milwaukee Ave., 
Wheeling, July 18,1975. 


Le Titi De Paris, 2275 Rand Rd., 


Palatine Township, was gutted by a 
pre-dawn fire, believed to have been 
the work of an arsonist, in Augut 1975. 
Arson investigators said some one bad 
entered the restaurant, doused it with 
gasoline and set it ablaze. 


Le Titi De Pans later reopened for 


business.

Ford and Carter win in Florida primary 


JIMMY GARTER 


MIAMI (UPI) - President Ford 


won his fourth straight primary Tues- 
day in Florida, dealing a severe blow 
to Ronald Reagan's hopes of winning 
the 
GOP presidential nomination. 


D e m o c r a t Jimmy Carter upset 
George Wallace and kept his cam- 
paign rolling smoothly. 


Ford defeated Reagan decisively in 


the South's first primary 'of the 1976 
bicentennial election year. The defeat 
dangerously — perhaps fatally — 
crippled the presidential campaign of 
the 65-year conservative former gov- 
ernor of California. 


Carter's well-organized political ma- 


chine whipped Wallace, who won the 
Florida primary four years ago. Sen. 
Henry M. Jackson finished third. 


Late Tuesday night the Republican 


vote with 90 per cent of the precincts 
in looked like this: 


Ford: 281,004 — 53 per cent; Rea- 


gan 245,616 — 47 per cent. 


In the Democratic voting it was: 
Carter: 399,568 — 35 per cent; Wall- 


ace: 370,839 — 32 per cent; and Jack- 
son: 252-971 — 22 per cent. 


In the race for convention dele- 


gates, Ford led Reagan 43 to 23, while 
Carter had 35, Wallace 26 and Jack- 
son 20. 


"I'm just overjoyed," Ford told re- 


porters in Washington. He telephoned 
his campaign headquarters in Orlando 
to predict the Florida, victory would 
provide the "tremendous momentum 
we need to win in November.?' 


Asked if he thought Reagan's chal- 


lenge for the GOP nomination was 
ended, Ford replied "Oh, I wouldn't 
get intckthat. Tonight is not a night to 
talk about victory except to thank 
people for the Cine job they did." 


Wallace's second place finish in 


Dixie, where he. has been undisputed 
Democratic vote king for more than a 
decade, cast grave doubts whether he 
would be able to recover and mount a 
serious challenge for the nomination. 
He has said he would not attempt an- 
other third party candidacy because 
the Democratic candidates had moved 
to the right. 


Carter, talking to reporters at his 


headquarters in Orlando, claimed the 
victory made him front-runner for the 
Democratic nomination. 


"I don't see anybody ahead of me, 


but we still have a long way to go," 
Carter said, having added Florida to 
his primary wins in New Hampshire 
and Vermont. 


He told cheering supporters "I think 


you're right, I think I'll be No, 1 on 
the first ballot." 


Carter, a novice on the national 


scene whose two-year-old campaign 
strategy has worked perfectly so far, 
said his toughest challenge for the 
nomination will come from either 
Jackson or Rep.,Morris K. Udall of 
Arizona, who stayed out of Florida. 


Wallace, campaigning in Illinois, 


told about 2,500 persons at Union Hall 
in southwest suburban Countryside 
that "If one primary was the election, 
then we might as well hang it up. But 
that is not the case." 


Wallace refused to say his cam- 


paign 
was "slipping" but said: 


"We're slipping right into the con- 
vention with a big block of dele- 
gates." 
" He also said he would not change 
his campaign style because of the out- 
come in Florida. Aides, however, said

Museum move 
to park urged 
by history unit 


The Wheeling Historical Society has 


proposed moving the village historical 
museum to Chamber of Commerce 
Park if the village turns over own- 
ership of the building to the society. 


Shirley Mueller, historical society 


president, Tuesday said the society 
has discussed moving the museum 
from 84 S. Milwaukee Ave. because of 
plans to widen the street. No date has 
been set for the widening project. 


Chamber of Commerce Park, 131 S. 


Wolf Rd., is the site of the 110-year- 
old Community Presbyterian Church 
and would be a suitable location for 
the museum, society officials said. 


"IT'S ONLY IN the talking stages. 


If we affiliate with the park district 
and do gain ownership of the museum 
building, it would probably be moved 
to Chamber of Commerce Park," she 
said. 


The historical society has tentative- 


ly agreed to merge with the Wheeling 
Park District, which will allow park 
officials to levy a non-referendum mu- 
seum tax on behalf of the society. Un- 
der the agreement, the park district 
would also assume ownership of all 
historical society assets. 


The historical society last week 


asked the village board to transfer the 
deed of the building to the society. 
Mrs. Mueller said ownership of the 
building will permit the society to 
relocate the museum. 


The museum building, erected in 


1897, once served as the Wheeling Vil- 
lage Hall. It was leased to the histori- 
cal society in 1966 for $1 a year. 


VILLAGE ATTY. John Burke said 


this week the village board should 
consider keeping title to the buiding 
but giving permission to the society to 
move it to a new location. In a recom- 
mendation to the village board, Burke 
said he does not feel the village can' 
transfer the property to the society 
without some compensation. 


Burke said if the village does agree 


to sell the building, it must publish a 
notice of sale in local newspapers for 
three weeks. Village authorities also 


would have to accept bids on the prop- 
erty, although they could "accept any 
... bid they deem to be in the best 
interests of the municipality," he 
said. 


The village could also be subject to 


a taxpayers' suit, "if a fairly substan- 
tial bid was made and village author- 
ities sold the property to the historical 
society for a much lesser bid," Burke 
said.

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Airport life a labor of love 
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Flier Harold Simons, Palatine, makes adjustments.

"I always dreamed of this place as 


a good spot for the airport," says Chi- 
cagoland Airport owner Art Schelter. 


"You couldn't see the house for the 


weeds," his wife recalls. "Not many 
people would be as persistent as you 
have." 


Persistence has made Chicagoland 


Airport, south of LJbertyville, an im- 
portant airport in the northern sub- 
urbs. According to a draft of a report 
by the Chicago Area Transportation 
Study, Chioagoland is the busiest non- 
tower controled general aviation air- 
port in a six-state area. 


"AT THE MOMENT, we're the 


sixth busiest in the area," say Jack 
Schelter of Buffalo Grove, Art's 28- 
year-old son. "That includes O'Hare, 


There's room to grow, say the airport owners. 


'DuPage, Pal-Waukee and Wauke- 
gan." 


Chicagoland is a family operation, 


though stockholders do own some of 
the corporation. "We work 65 or 70 
hours a week," Jack says. "My moth- 
er works full time, and my brothers 
work part time. ' 
:. ; 


"We, do everything. We run the 


flight school, the air charter wing and 
the air ambulance., We do mainte- 
nance and major-and minor-repairs," 
hesays. 
. 
• ,-• ;.-.>. ; • • • ; • • ' . , 
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The family also watches the planes' 


tie-downs, fuel and hangars, as well 
as acting as as a Piper aircraft deal- 
er. 


Art Schelter, along with two other 


men, established the airport in 1947. 
"I was the chief pilot at Pal- 
Waukee," he recalls. "A friend owned 
this land, and he sold it to his son, 
myself and his nephew. 1 bought con- 
trolling interest with some friends of 
mine."' 


THE ELDER SCHELTER is an 


aviation pioneer; having known such 
pilots as Charles Lindberg and Amelia 
Earhart. "We've been in it 50 years," 
he says. "There's not much we don't 
know." 


.Jack learned the business from his 


father.-But, he says, "I'm beginning 
to wonder what will happen when the 
first generation is gone." Few persons 
of the second generation are finding 
careers in general aviation, he ex- 
plains. 
- 


' "This is .not a business that you can 
go to business school and learn," he 
saysi. "There are not that many quali- 
fied people that will be able to take 
over operations. 


"It's an exceptionally complex busi- 


ness," he adds. "You've got to know 
everything about everything — flight 
instruction, sales, maintenance, rental 
and running an airport. It takes a 
great deal of love. 


"You don't get into this business for 


the money. It's not there. Not now." 


DESPITE THE dedication of the 


people who run them, privately-owned 
general aviation airports are running 
into problems. "A critical problem is 
the land we sit on," Jack says. "The 
land value is exceeding what the air- 
port company can justify." 


For that reason, some area airports 


are selling out. Hinsdale, Sky Harbor 
and Mitchell fields are three that 
have closed; JoUet is scheduled to 
close. 


"If somebody were to come in with 


sufficient money, I'm sure the stock- 
holders would say "sell," Jack says 
"We're holding our heads above wa- 
ter." 


According to the Chicago Area 


Transportation Study's preliminary 
report, Chicagoland does fill a specific 
need for businessmen, Jack says. 


"From the standpoint of location, 


Chicagoland is perfect," Jack says. 
"We're north, and all the money and 
big companies are on the north side of 
the city." 


ONE WAY FOR Chicagoland to re- 


main in business would be its pur- 
chase by a municipality or county 
government. The Village of Lincoln- 
shire is deciding now whether to do a 
feasibility study on purchasing the 
airport. 


If it remains in business, the airport 


would be expanded to include a tower 
and a longer runway. 


- "We have had plans to put in long 


runways to allow us to accommodate 
jets," Jack says. "But the final 
amount we'd have to invest would be 
exorbitant, about $2 million." 


The Schelters emphasize that the 


jets would be the eight-to-10 passenger 
corporate jets, such as Lears and Ces- 
sna Citations. 


"The. airport, without question, will 


stay." Art Schelter says. 


"WE'LL BE BIGGER than Pal- 


Waukee because they can't expand. 
They have nowhere to go," he says. 
"With the airline problems, there 
were more million-dollar airplanes 
being sold this'year than ever before. 
The helmet and goggle days are 
gone." 


About $2 billion in federal funds are 


available for airport expansion, Jack 
says, but the funds cannot be used by 
private, companies. "It's hard to get 
the municipalities behind us," he 
adds. "It's more a matter of educa- 
tion." 


There's room to expand on Chicago- 


land's 200 acres, Jack says. "It's the 
financial situation that's holding us 
back. No privately-owned airport is 
going to put forth that kind of in- 
vestment because the investment will 
not be recovered in an acceptable pe- 
riod of time." 


"Airports are getting scarcer. Some 


people say we're financially troubled, 
but that isn't true. The land value has 
exceeded what can be earned unless 
it's built up for corporate airplanes, 
not these little puddle-jumpers," Art 
said. 


Village mulls taxi limit law change 


Wheeling officials are considering 


revision of an ordinance governing the 
number of taxi cabs operating in the 
Village. 


Evelyn Dims, village clerk, recom- 


mended a review of the current ordi- 
nance after American Taxi Co., Glen- 
view, atked for three village taxi li- 
censee. Mrs. Dions said the village's 
five taxi licenses are now held by the 
Wheeling Village Cab Co. 


The taxi licenses are used to regu- 


late cab companies operating in the 
village. The ordinance sets require- 
ment* for driver training and vehicle 


safety. The fee is $30 plus $20 per ve- 
hicle. 


"The village created the taxi licens- 


es in 1958 and the board limited them 
to five by resolution. I feel the ordi- 
nance is outdated now," she said. 


Mrs. Diens said the village ordi- 


nance has not kept pace with changes 
in the state laws on taxi cab oper- 
ation. 


"I think the board should give the 


ordinance a good looksee," she said. 


JAMES BECK, a co-owner of Amer- 


ican Taxi, said his company would 
like to operate three cabs on a full- 
time basis in the village. His company 


currently operates a fleet of 15 taxles 
with licenses in Wilmette, Glenview 
and Northbrook. 


"We feel the reason for the present 


taxi service is that there is no com- 
petition from any other taxi company, 
since -all five Wheeling licences are 
issued to and controlled by the same 
company," he said. ' 


Beck said his company would offer 


service to O'Hare Airport and the Chi- 
cago Loop at economy flat rate 
charges. He said the company would 
also offer half-fare rates to Wheeling 
senior citizens on Wednesdays. 


Village Pres. Ted C. Scanlon re- 


ferred the ordinance to the judiciary 
and purchase committee for study.

A state social worker was charged 


late Tuesday with shooting a former 
Rolling Meadows man to death and 
seriously wounding the victim's Ar- 
lington Heights attorney. 


Dead is Thomas J. Sitkowskl, 35, 


formerly of 2310 Algonquin Rd., Roll- 
ing Meadow*. SltkowsU's lawyer, 
Daniel H. Wolff, 33, of 3243 Vote Dr., 
Arlington Heights, was wounded in 
the face during the shooting. 


Charged with murder and at- 


tempted murder was William T. 
Coughlin, 30, of Chicago, a casewor- 
ker with the Illinois Dept. of Children 
and Family Services, said Sgt. John 
Henstey, Area 4 homicide, Chicago po- 
lice. 


THE SHOOTINGS occurred shortly 


after Sitkowski and Coughlin argued 
outside a Chicago courtroom over Slt- 
kowsld's 15-year-old daughter, Tam- 
my. 


Coughlln, who turned himself hi late 


Tuesday, was being held pending a 
court appearance today, Henstoy said. 


Sitkowski died in surgery at the 


University of minois Hospital lets 
than an hour after the shooting, which 
occurred about 10:20 a.m. 


Wolff, a former assistant state's at- 


torney, was reported in fair condition 
in intensive care at the hospital, e 
spokesman said. 


SITKOWSKI HAD been shot three 


times - in the chest, right thigh and 
left hand. Wolff was shot once hi the 
face, said Lt. John Stibtch, also of 
Area 4 homicide. 


Sltcowskl had been to court Stlbich 


said, on a charge filed by Coughlin of 
aggravated assault to the girl. Stibich 
said the pair argued outside the court- 
room, 100 S. Racine, after the count 


had been dismissed. 


Coughlin is foster father of the girl. 
Stibich said Sitkowskl and Wolff 


were walking toward their auto hi 
front of 40 Throop St., when Coughlin

Coughlin got out of the car and began 
firing with a M caliber revolver, Stib- 
ich said.

The girl bad been reportedly living

Case said Sitkowskt had been living in 
the village until about six months ago 
when he moved to the neighborhood of 
Throop and Madison streets, Chicago.

Owners of LeGourmet restaurant 


near Arlington Heights said they are 
baffled by a pre-dawn bombing in 
which an employe narrowly escaped 
death. The blast shattered windows 
and hurled metal fragments through- 
out the main dining room. 


William Dravillas, manager and 


part-owner of the popular French res- 
taurant at 500 N. Rand Rd. in unin- 
corporated Wheeling Township, said, 
"We just don't know," when asked of 
a possible motive for the bombing at 
3:30 a.m. 


Dravillas said he knew of no threats 


and other troubles or problems that 
might have ted to the incident. 


"THE OWNERS ARE mystified," 


said U. Frank Braun of the Cook 
County Sheriff's police. 


The bomb, believed to have contain- 


ed about two pounds of black powder 
packed into a length of capped pipe, 
was thrown through the front window 
of the wooden frame building. 


The blast blew pieces of metal and 


other debris into walls, ceiling and 
furniture of the main dining room. A 
downstairs lounge also was damaged 
by the explosion, which shattered 
most of the restaurant windows. 


Braun said, "It was a fairly good- 


sized bomb. Whoever made it, knew 
what they were doing." 


INVESTIGATORS estimated 
the 


damage at about $5,000, but Dravillas 
said the losses were still being deter- 
mined Tuesday afternoon. 


A Janitor was alone in the building 


when the bombing occurred. Police 
said he heard the sound of breaking 
glass and found the bomb, with a 
burning fuse, on the floor. 


The janitor, who was not identified, 


tried to extinguish the fuse by throw- 
ing water on it. When the fuse would 
not go out, he ran from the room to 
telephone for help seconds before it 
exploded, investigators said. 


"If he had been in the room when it 


went off, be would have been blown 
all over the restaurant," Braun said.

Ford and Carter win in Florida primary 


JIMMY CARTER 


MIAMI (UPI) — President Ford 


won his fourth straight primary Tues- 
day in Florida, dealing a severe blow 
to Ronald Reagan's hopes of winning 
the 
GOP presidential 
nomination. 


D e m o c r a t Jimmy Carter upset 
George Wallace and kept his cam- 
paign rolling smoothly. 


Ford defeated Reagan decisively in 


the South's first primary of the 1976 
bicentennial election year. The defeat 
dangerously —' perhaps fatally — 
crippled the presidential campaign of 
the 65-year conservative former gov- 
ernor of California. 


Carter's well-organized political ma- 


chine whipped Wallace, who won the 
Florida primary four years ago. Sen. 
Henry M. Jackson finished third. 


Late Tuesday night the Republican 


vote with 90 per cent of the precincts 
in looked like this: 


'Ford: 281,004 — 53 per cent; Rea- 
gan' 245,616 — 47 per cent. 


In the Democratic voting il •was: 
Carter: 399,568 — 35 per cent; Wall- 


ace: 370,839 — 32 per cent; and Jack- 
son: 252-971 — 22 per cent. 


In the race for convention' dele- 


gates, Ford led Reagan 43 to 23, while 
Carter had 35, Wallace 26 and Jack- 
son 20. 


"I'm just overjoyed," Ford told re- 


porters in Washington. He telephoned 
his campaign headquarters in Orlando 
to predict the Florida victory would 
provide the "tremendous momentum 
we need 'to win in November." 


Asked if he thought Reagan's chal- 


lenge for the GOP nomination was 
ended, Ford replied "Oh, I wouldn't 
get into that. Tonight is not a night to 
talk about victory except to thank 
people for the fine job they did." 


Wallace's second place finish in 


Dixie, where he has been undisputed 
Democratic vote king for more than a 
decade, cast grave doubts whether he 
would be able to recover and mount a 
serious challenge for the nomination. 
He has said he would not attempt an- 
other third party candidacy because 
the Democratic candidates had moved 
to the right. 


Carter, talking" to reporters at his 


headquarters in Orlando, claimed the 
victory made him front-runner for the 
Democratic nomination. 


"I don't see' anybody ahead of me, 


but we still have a long way to go," 
Carter said, having added Florida to 
his primary wins in New Hampshire 
and Vermont. 


He told cheering supporters "I think 


you're right, I think Fll be No. 1 on 
the first ballot." 


Carter, a novice on the national 


scene whose two-year-old campaign 
strategy has worked perfectly so far, 
said his toughest challenge for the 
nomination will come from either 
Jackson or Rep. Morris K. Udall of 
Arizona, who stayed out of Florida. 


Wallace, campaigning in Illinois, 


told about 2,500 persons at Union Hall 
in southwest suburban Countryside 
that "If one primary was the election, 
then we might as well hang it up. But 
that is not the case." 


Wallace refused to say his cam- 


paign 
was "slipping" but said: 


"We're slipping right into the con- 
vention with a big block of dele- 
gates." 


He also said he would not change 


his campaign style because of the out- 
come in Florida. Aides, however, said

Bombing baffles restaurant owners 


by JOE SWICKARD 


Owners of LeGourmet restaurant 


near Arlington Heights said they are 
baffled by a pre-dawn bombing in 
which an employe narrowly escaped 
death. The blast shattered windows 
and hurled metal fragments through- 
out the main dining room. 


William Dravillas, manager and 


part-owner of the popular French res- 
taurant at 500 N. Rand Rd. in unin- 
corporated Wheeling Township, said, 
"We just don't know," when asked of 
a possible motive for the bombing at 
3:30 a.m. 


Dravillas said he knew of no threats 


and other troubles or problems that 
might have led to the incident. 


"THE OWNERS ARE mystified," 


said Lt. Frank Braun of the Cook 
County Sheriff's police. 


The bomb, believed to have contain- 


ed about two pounds of black powder 
packed into a length of capped pipe, 
was thrown through the front window 
of the wooden frame building. 


The blast blew pieces of metal and 


other debris into walls, ceiling and 
furniture of the main'dining room. A 
dowristairs lounge also was damaged 
by the explosion, which shattered 
most of the restaurant windows. 


Braun said, "It was a fairly good- 


sized bomb. Whoever made it, knew 
what they were doing." 


INVESTIGATORS estimated 
the 


damage at about $5,000, but'Dravillas 
said the losses were still being deter- 
mined Tuesday afternoon. 


A janitor was alone in the building 


when the bombing occurred. Police 
said he heard the sound of breaking 
glass and found the bomb, with a 
burning fuse, on the floor. 


The janitor, who was not identified, 


tried to extinguish the fuse by throw- 
ing water on it. When the fuse would

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Airport life a labor of love 


Flier Harold Simons, Palatine, makes adjustments.

"I always dreamed of this place as 


a good spot for the airport," says Chi- 
cagoland Airport owner Art Schelter. 
' "You couldn't see the house for the 
weeds," his wife recalls. "Not-many 
people would be as persistent as you 
have." 


Persistence has made Chicagoland 


Airport, south of Libertyville, an im- 
portant airport hi the northern sub- 
urbs. According to a draft of a report 
by the Chicago Area Transportation 
Study, Chicagoland is the busiest non- 
tower controled general aviation air- 
port in a six-state area. 


"AT THE MOMENT, we're the 


sixth busiest in the area," say Jack 
Schelter of Buffalo Grove, Art's 28- 
year-old son. "That includes O'Hare, 


There's room to grow, say the airport owners. 


DuPage, Pal-Waukee and Wauke- 
gan." 


Chicagoland is a family operation, 


though stockholders do own some of 
the corporation. "We work 65 or 70 
hours a week," Jack says. "My moth- 
er works full time, and my brothers 
work part time. 


"We do everything. We run the 


flight school, the air charter wing and 
the air ambulance. We do mainte- 
nance and major and minor repairs," 
he says. 


The family also watches the planes' 


tie-downs, fuel and hangars, as well 
as acting as as a Piper aircraft deal- 
er. 


Art Schelter, along with two other 


men, established the airport in 1947. 
"I was the chief pilot at Pal- 
Waukee," he recalls. "A friend owned 
this land, and he sold it to his son, 
myself and his nephew. I bought con- 
trolling interest with some friends of 
mine." 


THE ELDER SCHELTER is an 


aviation pioneer, having'known such 
pilots as Charles Lindberg and Amelia 
Earhart. "We've been in it 50 years," 
he says. "There's not much we don't 
know." 


Jack learned the business from his 


father. But, he says, "I'm beginning 
to wonder what will happen when the 
first generation is gone." Few persons 
of the second generation are finding 
careers in general aviation, he ex- 
plains. 


"This is not a business that you can 


go to business school and learn," he 
says. "There are not that many quali- 
fied people that will be able to take 
over operations. 


"It's an exceptionally complex busi- 


ness," he adds. "You've got to know 
everything about everything — flight 
instruction, sales, maintenance, rental 
and running an airport. It takes a 
great'deal of love. 


"You don't get into this business for 


the money. It's not there. Not now." 


DESPITE THE dedication of the 


people who run them, privately-owned 
general aviation airports are running 
into problems. "A critical problem is 
the land we sit on," Jack says. "The 
land value is exceeding what the air- 
port company can justify." 


For that reason, some area airports 


are selling out. Hinsdale, Sky Harbor 
and Mitchell fields are three that 
have closed; Joliet is scheduled to 
close. 


"11 somebody were to come in with 


sufficient money, I'm sure the stock- 
holders would say "sell," Jack says 
"We're holding our heads above wa- 
ter." 


According to the Chicago Area 


Transportation Study's preliminary 
report, Chicagoland does fill a specific 
need for businessmen, Jack says. 


"From the standpoint of location, 


Chicagoland is perfect," Jack says. 
"We're north, and all the money and 
big companies are on the north side of 
the city." 


ONE WAY FOR Chicagoland to re- 


main in business would be its pur- 
chase by a municipality or county 
government. The Village of Lincoln- 
shire is deciding now whether to do a 
feasibility study on purchasing the 
airport. 


If it remains in business, the airport 


would be expanded to include a tower 
and a longer runway. 


"We have had plans to put in long 


runways to allow us to accommodate 
jets," Jack says. "But the final 
amount we'd have to invest would be 
exorbitant,, about $2 million." 


The Schelters emphasize that the 


jets would be the eight-to-10 passenger 
corporate jets, such as Lears and Ces- 
sna Citations. 


"The airport, without question, will 


stay," Art Schelter says. 


"WE'LL BE BIGGER than Pal- 


Waukee because they can't expand. 
They have nowhere to go," he says. 
"With the airline problems, there 
were more million-dollar airplanes 
being sold this year than ever before. 
The helmet and goggle days are 
gone." 


About $2 billion in federal funds are 


available for airport expansion, Jack 
says, but the funds cannot be used by 
private companies. "It's hard to get 
the municipalities behind us," he 
adds. "It's more a matter of educa- 
tion." 


There's room to expand on Chicago- 


land's 200 acres, Jack says. "It's the 
financial situation that's holding us 
back. No privately-owned airport is 
going to put forth that kind of in- 
vestment because the investment will 
not be recovered in an acceptable pe- 
riod of time." 


"Airports are getting scarcer. Some 


people say we're financially troubled, 
but that isn't true. The land value has 
exceeded what can be earned unless 
it's built up for corporate airplanes, 
not these little puddle-jumpers," Art

Ex-area man slain, one 
hurt in shooting spree

A state social worker was charged 


late Tuesday with shooting a former 
Rolling Meadows man to death and 
seriously wounding the victim's Ar- 
lington Heights attorney. 


Dead is Thomas J. Sitkowski, 35, 


formerly of 2310 Algonquin Rd , Roll- 
ing Meadows. Sitkowski's lawyer, 
Daniel H. Wolff, 33, of 3243 Vote Dr., 
Arlington Heights, was wounded in 
the face during the shooting. 


Charged with murder and at- 


tempted murder was William T. 
Coughlin, 30, of Chicago, a casewor- 
ker with the Illinois Dept. of Children 
and Family Services, said Sgt. John 
Hensley, Area 4 homicide, Chicago po- 
lice. 


THE SHOOTINGS occurred shortly 


after Sitkowski and Coughlin argued 
outside a Chicago courtroom over Sit- 
kowski's 15-year-old daughter, Tam- 
my. 


Coughlin, who turned himself hi late 


Tuesday, was being held pending a 
court appearance today, Hensley said. 


Sitkowski died in surgery at the 


University of Illinois Hospital less 
than an hour after the shooting, which 
occurred about 10:20 a m. 


Wolff, a former assistant state's at- 


torney, was reported In fair condition 
in Intensive care at the hospital, a 
spokesman said. 


SITKOWSKI HAD been shot three 


times — in the cheat, right thigh and 
left hand. Wolff was shot once in the 
face, said Lt. John Stibich, also of 
Area 4 homicide. 


Sitcowski had been in court Stibich 


said, on a charge filed by Coughlin of 
aggravated assault to the girl. Stibich 
said the pair argued outside the court- 
room, 100 S. Racine, after the count 
had been dismissed. 


Coughlin Is foster father of the girl. 
Stibich said Sitkowski and Wolff 


were walking toward their auto in 
front of 40 Throop St., when Coughlin 
drove up alongside them and began 
shooting. 


THEY CONTINUED walking, but 


Coughlin got out of the car and began 
firing with a .38, caliber revolver, Stib- 
ich said. 


Nearby police who had heard the 


gunfire raced to the scene. Wolff 
named Coughlin as the gunman, Stib- 
ich said. 


The girl had been reportedly living 


in the Coughlin home with his wife 
and two other children for about eight 
months following Sitkowski's separa- 
tion from his wife.

Case said Sitkowski had been living in 
the village until about six months ago 
when he moved to the neighborhood of 
Throop and Madison streets, Chicago.

Ford and Carter win in Florida primary 


JIMMY CARTER 


MIAMI (UPI) — President Ford 


won his fourth straight primary Tues- 
day in Florida, dealing a severe blow 
to Ronald Reagan's hopes of winning 
the GOP presidential nomination. 
D e m o c r a t Jimmy Carter upset 
George Wallace and kept his cam- 
paign rolling smoothly. 
-Ford defeated Reagan decisively in 
the Smith's first primary of the 1976 
bicentennial election year. The defeat 
dangerously — perhaps fatally — 
crippled the presidential campaign of 
the 65-year conservative former gov- 
ernor of California. 


Carter's well-organized political ma- 


chine whipped Wallace, who won the 
Florida primary four years ago. Sen. 
Henry M. Jackson finished third. 


Late Tuesday the Republican vote, 


with 94 per cent of the precincts in, 
looked like this: 


FORD: 297,230 — 53 per cent; REA- 


GAN: 261,301 - 47 per cent. 


In the Democratic voting is was: 
CARTER: 419,256 — 35 per cen; 


WALLACE: 381,154 — 32 per cent, 
and JACKSON: 271,008 — 22 per cent. 


In the race for convention dele- 


gates, Ford led Reagan 43 to 23, while 
Carter had 35, Wallace 26 and Jack- 
son 20. 


"I'm Just overjoyed," Ford told re- 


porters in Washington. He telephoned 
his campaign headquarters in Orlando 
to predict the Florida victory would 
provide the "tremendous momentum 
we need to win in November." 


Asked if he thought Reagan's chal- 


lenge for the GOP nomination was 
ended, Ford replied "Oh, I wouldn't 
get into that. Tonight is not a night to 
talk about victory except to thank 
people for the fine job' they did." 


Wallace's second place finish in 


Dixie, where he has been undisputed 
Democratic vote king for more than a 
decade, Cast grave doubts whether he 
would be able to recover and mount a 
serious challenge for the nomination. 
He has said he would not attempt an- 
other third party candidacy because 
the Democratic candidates had moved 
to t|ie right. 


Carter, talking to reporters at his 


headquarters in Orlando, claimed the 
victory made him front-runner for the 
Democratic nomination. 


"I don't see anybody ahead of me, 


but we still have a long way to go," 
Carter said, having added Florida to 
his primary wins in New Hampshire 
arid Vermont. 


He told cheering supporters "I think 


you're right, I think I'll be No. 1 on 
the first'ballot." 


Carter, a novice on the national 


scene whose two-year-old campaign 
strategy has worked perfectly so far, 
said his toughest challenge for the 
nomination will come from either 
Jackson or Rep. Morris K. Udall of 
Arizona, who stayed out of Florida. 


Wallace, campaigning in Illinois, 


told about 2,500 persons at Union Hall 
in southwest suburban Countryside 
that "If one primary was the election, 
then we might as well hang it up. But 
that is not the case." 


Wallace refused to say his cam- 


paign was "slipping" but said: 
"We're slipping right into the con- 
vention with a big block of dele- 


He also said he would not change 


his campaign style because of the out- 
come in Florida. Aides, however, said

The permit cleared the way for the 


village to seek a contractor for the lift 
station. 


Village Pres. Charles J. Zettek cau- 


tioned the residents, however, that the 
lift station may not solve all of their 
problems. 


"EVEN THE engineers are not ab- 


solutely sure that (the lift station) will 
be the solution," Zettek said. 


Zettek said the proposed MSD 


O'Hare Water Reclamation Plant 
should be the ultimate solution to the 
problem. The village is supporting the 


MSD in court against the City of Des 
Plaines' efforts to block construction 
of the plant. 


Another hearing is scheduled for 


this morning in federal court. 


"We don't know of anything else we 


can do," Zettek said. 


CIAGLIA SAID that even with the 


lift station, "more than likely it (sew- 
age pressure) will pop some manhole 
covers at Shadywood and Oakton."

Bombing baffles restaurant owners

Owners of LeGourmet restaurant 


near Arlington Heights said they are 
baffled by a pre-dawn bombing in 
which an employe narrowly escaped 
death. The blast shattered windows 
and hurled metal fragments through- 
out the main dining room. 


William Dravillas, manager and 


part-owner of the popular French res- 
taurant at 500 N. Rand Rd. in unin- 
corporated Wheeling Township, said, 
"We just don't know," when asked of 
a possible motive for the bombing at 
3:30 a.m. 


Dravillas said he knew of no threats 


and other troubles or problems that 
might have led to the incident. 


"THE OWNERS ARE mystified," 


said Lt. Frank Braun of the Cook 
County Sheriff's police. 


The bomb, believed to have contain- 


ed about two pounds of black powder 
packed into a length of capped pipe, 
was thrown through the front window 
of the wooden frame building. 


The blast blew pieces of metal and 


other debris into walls, ceiling and 
furniture of the main dining room. A 
downstairs lounge also was damaged 
by the explosion, which shattered 
most of the restaurant windows. 


Braun said, "It was a fairly good- 


sized bomb. Whoever made it, knew 
what they were doing." 


INVESTIGATORS estimated 
the 


damage at about $5,000, but Dravillas 
said the losses were still being deter- 
mined Tuesday afternoon. 


A janitor was alone in the building 


when the bombing occurred. Police 
said he heard the sound of breaking 
glass and found the bomb, with a 
burning fuse, on the floor. 


The janitor, who was not identified, 


tried to extinguish the fuse by throw- 
ing water on it. When the fuse would

Pot possession law studied again 


An ordinance tb bring penalties for 


marijuana possession under local con- 
trol is being considered again by Hoff- 
man Estates officials. 


Trustee Melvin Timmons, Hoffman 


Estates judiciary committee chair- 
man, said an unofficial poll among 
committee members shows "there is 
interest in the ordinance." 


The proposed law, based on a sim- 


ilar ordinance under consideration in 
Palatine, calls for a fine of not less 
titan $50 nor more than $500 upon con- 
viction of possession of 30 grams or 
less of marijuna. 


STATE LAW CALLS for a fine and 


jail sentence for marijuana posses- 
sion. 


The proposal was first considered in 


November after Palatine began dis- 
cussing the marijuana matter. How- 
ever, Hoffman Estates officials set 
aside the matter after initial dis- 
cussion. 


Timmons said Tuesday the pro- 


posed ordinance "is not a move to 
decriminalize possession of drugs. All 
we would want to do is make it a local 
offense giving us local control." 


In a letter to the committee, Tim- 


mons said the proposal "is in no way 
intended to ease the fight against or 
soft-peddle the handling of tills or any 
other drug . .,. We do, however, by 
your consideration of this step, want 
and plan to reduce, deter and if pos- 
sible eliminate use of drugs in our 
schools and village." 


TIMMONS SAID HE knew of no lo- 


cal case in which a person was ar- 
rested, convicted and sentenced under 
existing state marijuana possession 
laws. 


"The (state) laws may be stiffer, 


but what I don't understand is appar- 
ently a relaxed approach to the pre- 
sent drug situation," he said. 


Trustee Ralph Lyerla said the local 


law would "at least do something. 
Now nothing is done." 


Timmons suggested the committee 


review the new law along with mari- 
juana arrest records in the village 
and other suburban municipalities. 
Trustee Jeanne Pavey sadd conviction 
records also should be studied for a 
fuller understanding of the local drug 
situation. 


THE PROPOSED ORDINANCE 


will be discussed by the committee 
next month when it may be recom- 
mended, dropped or continued, Tim- 
mons said. 


The last committee discussion on 


marijuana control was held Nov. 26 
when John Hinchy, director of the 
Metropolitan Narcotics and Dan- 
gerous Drugs Enforcement Group 
(MEG), said the main problem with 
drug law enforcement was centered in 
the courts, where agents win. 


At the same meeting, Hoffman Es- 


tates Police Chief John O'Connell told 
the committee he opposed local penal- 
ties for drug possession, saying that 
authority should remain with the 
state. 


Youth expelled in school bomb case 


An Elk Grove High School student 


who was charged with placing a bomb 
in his school locker last month has 
been expelled for the rest of the year 
by the High School Dist.

Larson said he obtained the license 


to work for Kole Real Estate of Mount 
Prospect three weeks ago because he 
wanted "a cushion to fall back on" if 
he lost his job as manager. He said he 
also wants to obtain a broker's li- 
cense, a process that requires a year 
as a salesman. 


"I see no conflict of interest," Lar- 


son said. "The village conies first, but 
a man has a right to make in- 
vestments as long as they're not con- 
nected with the village." 


THREE BUFFALO Grove trustees 


said Larson's affiliation with the real 
estate firm could lead to a conflict of 
interest. 


Trustees Robert Bogart and Clarice 


Rech read statements at Monday's 
board meeting, and John Marienthal 
said Tuesday he wrote a memo last 
week indicating his disapproval of 
Larson's actions. 


Larson has made three listings for 


relatives in Palatine and Arlington 
H e i g h t s since receiving his li- 
cense.Marienthal wants Larson to quit 
the real estate job. 


"The board should have been in- 


formed personally by you, and not 
secondhand," Marienthal said in a 
memo to Larson. 


Bogart said he noticed Larson's 


name in a multiple listing service and 
said it "disturbed" him to have to 
bring it to the attention of the board. 


"YOU 
AS A VILLAGE manager 


must be beyond reproach for a varie- 
ty of reasons," Bogart said. "I am 
sure you would not knowingly use 
your manager's job to improve your 
lot as a real estate salesman . . . 
However, you have a potential conflict 
of interest." 


Bogart said he has asked Larson to 


resign from Kole because "he decided 
he wanted to handle the village and 
that must be an absolute trust... He 
should not be in any field that relates 
to the village." 


Bogart's wife, Sylvia holds a sales- 


man's license from V.I.P. Real Estate 
in Buffalo Grove, but he said she 
makes no commercial listings in Buf- 
falo Grove and said he believed there 
was no conflict of interest involved. 


"Managers 
are 
not paid what 


they're worth," said Larson. "I'm not 
in this for the money, but I've got to 
consider my family. It's a cold busi- 
ness . . . H there's a political move to 
get rid of me, I would have a cushion 
to fall back on." 


LARSON SAID he made the three 


listings for a grandmother and two 
aunts as a favor, and said he did not 
plan on making any further listings. 
He said he "didn't think it was any of 


the board's business" that he holds 
the license, which will qualify him for 
a broker's license next January. 


"I felt, and still feel, that this be- 


longs in my private life," Larson said. 
"If the realtor developed in Buffalo 
Grove. I would resign immediately — 
the responsibility to the village comes 
first.'1

In her statement to the board Mon- 


day, Mrs. Rech said she was "dis- 
appointed by Mr. Larson's judgment 
in this regard . . . Officials and em- 
ployes of the village have the right to 
gainful employment, but the people 
have rights also . . . It is because of 
situations such as this that people 
have lost confidence in .government. 


"I just want to be free of any 


doubt," Mrs. Rech said Tuesday. "By 
the time something gets to the board, 
decisions have .often already been 
made.

JIMMY CARTER 


MIAMI (UPn — President Ford 


won his fourth straight primary Tues- 
day in Florida, dealing a severe blow 
to Ronald Reagan's hopes of winning 
the 
GOP presidential nomination. 


D e m o c r a t Jimmy Carter upset 
George 'Wallace and kept his cam- 
paign rolling smoothly. 


Ford defeated Reagan decisively in 


the Sou til's first primary of the 1976 
bicentennial election year. The defeat 
dangerously — perhaps 
fafally — 


crippled the presidential campaign of 
the 65-year conservative former gov- 
ernor of California. 


Carter's well-organized political ma- 


chine whipped Wallace, who won the 
Florida primary four years ago. Sen. 
Henry M. Jackson finished third. 


Late Tuesday the Republican vote, 


with 94 per cent of the precincts in, 
looked like this:

"I'm just overjoye'd," Ford told re- 


porters in Washington. He telephoned 
his campaign headquarters in Orlando 
to predict the Florida victory would 
•provide the "tremendous momentum 
we need to win in November." 


Asked if he thought Reagan's chal- 


lenge for the GOP nomination was 
ended, Ford replied "Oh, I wouldn't 
get into that. Tonight is not a night to 
talk about victory 'except to thank 
people for the fine job they did." 


Wallace's second place finish in 


Dixie, where he has been undisputed 
Democratic vote king for more than a 
decade, cast grave doubts whether he 
would be able to recover and mount a 
serious challenge for the nomination. 
He has said he would not attempt an- 
other third party candidacy because 
the Democratic candidates had moved 
to the right. 


Carter, talking to reporters at his 


headquarters in Orlando, claimed the 
victory made him front-runner for the 
Democratic nomination. 


"I don't see anybody ahead of me, 


but we still have a long way to go," 
Carter said, having added Florida to 
his primary wins in New Hampshire 
and Vermont. 


He told cheering supporters "I think 


you're right, I think I'll be No. 1 on 
the first ballot." 


Carter, a novice on the national 


scene whose two-year-old campaign 
strategy has worked perfectly so far, 
said his toughest challenge for the 
nomination will come from either 
Jackson or Rep. Morris K. Udall of 
Arizona, who stayed out of Florida. 


Wallace, campaigning in Illinois, 


told about 2,500 persons at Union Hall 
in southwest suburban Countryside 
that "If one primary was the election, 
then we might as well hang it up. But 
that is not the case." 


Wallace refused to say his cam-

said: 


"We're slipping right into the con- 
vention with a big block of dele- 
gates."

of the wooden frame building. 


The blast blew pieces of metal and 


other debris into walls, ceiling and 
furniture of the main dining room. A 
downstairs lounge also was damaged 


by the explosion, which shattered 
most of the restaurant windows. 


Braun said, "It was a fairly good- 


sized bomb. Whoever made it, knew 
what they were doing," 


INVESTIGATORS estimated 
the 


damage at about $5,000, but Dravillas 
said the losses were still being deter- 
mined Tuesday afternoon. 


A janitor was alone in the building

Ford and Carter win in Florida primary 


JIMMY CARTER 


MIAMI (UPI) - President Ford 


won his fourth straight primary Tues- 
day in Florida, dealing a severe blow 
to Ronald Reagan's hopes of winning 
the 
GOP presidential 
nomination. 


D e m o c r a t Jimmy Carter upset 
George Wallace and kept his cam- 
paign rolling smoothly. 


Ford defeated Reagan decisively in 


the South's first primary of the 1976. 
bicentennial election year. The defeat 
dangerously — perhaps fatally — 
crippled the presidential campaign of 
the 65-year conservative former gov- 
ernor of California. 


Carter's well-organized political ma- 


chine whipped Wallace, who won the 
Florida primary four years ago. Sen. 
Henry M. Jackson finished third. 


Late Tuesday the Republican vote, 


with 94 per cent of the precincts in, 
looked like this: 


FORD: 297,230 - 53 per cent; REA- 


GAN: 261,301 — 47'per cent. 


In the Democratic voting is was: 
CARTER: 419,256 — 35 per, cen; 


WALLACE: 381,154 - 32 per cent, 
and JACKSON: 271,008 - 22 per cent. 


In the race for convention dele- 


gates, Ford led Reagan 43 to 23, while 
Carter had 35, Wallace 26 and Jack- 
son 20. 


"I'm just overjoyed," Ford told re- 


porters in Washington. He telephoned 
his campaign headquarters in Orlando 
to predict the Florida victory would 
provide the "tremendous momentum 
we need to win in November." 


Asked if he thought Reagan's chal- 


lenge for the GOP nomination was 
ended, Ford replied "Oh, I wouldn't 
get into that. Tonight is not a night to 
talk about victory except to thank 
people for the fine job they did." 


Wallace's second place finish in 


Dixie, where he has been undisputed 
'Democratic vote king for more than a 
decade, cast grave doubts whether he 
would be able to recover and mount a 
serious challenge for the nomination. 
He has said he would not attempt an- 
other third party candidacy because 
the Democratic candidates had moved 
to the right. 


Carter, talking to reporters at his 


headquarters in Orlando, claimed the 
victory made him front-runner for the 
Democratic nomination. 


"I don't see anybody ahead of me, 


but we still have a long way to go," 
Carter said, having added Florida to 
his primary 'vins in New Hampshire 
and Vermont. 


.He told cheering supporters "I think 


you're right, I think I'll be No. 1 on 
the first ballot." 


Carter, a novice on the national 


scene whose two-year-old campaign 
strategy has worked perfectly so far, 
said his toughest challenge for the 
nomination will come from either 
Jackson or Rep. Morris K. Udall of 
Arizona, who stayed out of Florida. 


Wallace, campaigning in Illinois, 


told about 2,500 persons at Union Hall 
in southwest suburban Countryside 
that "If one primary was the election, 
then we might as well hang it up. But 
that is not the case." 


Wallace, refused to say his cam- 


paign 
was 
"slipping" 
but 
said: 


"We're slipping right into the con- 
vention with a big block of dele- 
gates." 


He also said he would not change 


his campaign style because of the out- 
come in Florida. Aides, however, said

Rough time getting a job

A state social worker was charged 


late Tuesday with shooting a former 
Rolling Meadows man to death and 
seriously wounding the victim's Ar- 
lington Heights attorney.

after Sitkowski and Coughlin argued 
outside a Chicago courtroom over Sit- 
kowski's 15-year-old daughter, Tam- 
my. 


Coughlin, who turned himself in late 


Tuesday, was being held pending a 


• court appearance today, Hensley said. 


Sitkowski died in surgery at the 


University of Illinois Hospital less 
than an hour after the shooting, which' 
occurred about 10:20 a.m. 


Wolff, a former assistant state's at- 


torney, was reported in fair condition 
in intensive care at the hospital, a 
spokesman said. 


SITKOWSKI HAD been shot three 


times — in the chest, right thigh and 
left hand. Wolff was shot once in the 
face, said Lt.. John Stibich, also of 
Area 4 homicide. 


Sitcowski had been in court Stibich 


said, on a charge filed by Coughlin of 
aggravated assault to the girl. Stibich 
said the pair argued outside the court- 
room, 100 S. Racine, after the count 
had been dismissed.

was thrown through the front window 
of the wooden frame building. 


The blast blew pieces of metal and 


other debris .into walls, ceiling and 
furniture of the main dining room. A 
downstairs lounge also was damaged 
by the explosion, which shattered 
most of the restaurant windows. 


Braun said, "It was a fairly good- 


sized bomb. Whoever made it, knew 
what they were doing." 


INVESTIGATORS estimated 
the 


damage at about $5,000, but Dravillas 
said the losses were still being deter- 
mined Tuesday afternoon. 


A janitor was alone in the building 


when the bombing occurred. Police 
said he heard the sound of breaking 
glass and found the bomb, with a 
' burning fuse, on the floor. 


The janitor, who was not identified, 


tried to extinguish the fuse by throw- 
ing water on it. -When the fuse would 
not go out, he ran from the room to 


telephone for help seconds before it 
' exploded, investigators said. 


"If he had been in the room when it 


went off, he would have been blown 
all over the restaurant," Braun said. 
The janitor escaped injury, Braun 
said. 


BRAUN SAID the incident at Le- 


fires at other area French restau- 
rants.

Ford and Carter win in Florida primary 


JIMMY CARTER 


MIAMI (UPI) — President Ford 


won his fourth straight primary Tues- 
day in Florida, dealing a severe blow 
to Ronald Reagan's hopes of winning 
the GOP presidential nomination. 
D e m o c r a t Jimmy Carter upset 
George Wallace and kept his cam- 
paign rolling smoothly. 


Ford defeated Reagan decisively in 


the South's first primary of the 1976 
bicentennial election year. The defeat 
dangerously — perhaps fatally — 
crippled the presidential campaign of 
the 65-year conservative former gov- 
ernor of California. 


Carter's well-organized political ma- 


chine whipped Wallace, who won the 
Florida primary four years ago. Sen. 
Henry M. Jackson finished third. 


Late Tuesday the Republican vote, 


with 94 per cent of the precincts in, 
looked like this: 


FORD: 297,230 — S3 per cent; REA- 


GAN: 261,391 — 47 per cent. 


In the Democratic voting is was: 
CARTER: 419,256 — 35 per cen; 


WALLACE: 381,154 — 32 per cent, 
and JACKSON: 271,008— 22 per cent. 


In the race for convention dele- 


gates, Ford led Reagan 43 to 23, while 
Carter had 35, Wallace 26 and Jack- 
son 20. 
•. 


"I'm just overjoyed," Ford told re- 


porters in Washington. He telephoned 
his campaign headquarters in Orlando 
to predict the Florida victory would 
provide the "tremendous momentum 
we need to win in November." 


Asked if he thought Reagan's chal- 


lenge for the GOP nomination was 
ended, Ford replied "Oh, I wouldn't 
get into that. Tonight is not a night to 
talk about victory except to thank 
people for the fine job they did." 


Wallace's second place finish in 


Dixie, where he has been undisputed 
Democratic vote king for more than a 
decade, cast grave doubts whether he 
would be able to recover and mount a 
serious challenge for the nomination. 
He has said he would not attempt an- 
other third party candidacy because 
the Democratic candidates had moved 
to the right. 


Carter, talking to reporters at his 


headquarters in Orlando, claimed the 
victory made him front-runner for the 
Democratic nomination. 


"I don't see anybody ahead of me, 


but we still have a long way to go," 
Carter said, having added Florida to 
his primary wins in New Hampshire 
and Vermont. 


He told cheering supporters "I think 


you're right, I think I'll be No. 1 on 
the first ballot." 


Carter, a novice on the national 


scene whose two-year-old campaign 
strategy has worked perfectly so far, 
said his toughest challenge for the 
nomination will come from either 
Jackson or Rep. Morris K Udall of 
Arizona, who stayed out of Florida. 


Wallace, campaigning in Illinois, 


told about 2,500 persons at Union Hall 
in southwest suburban Countryside 
that "If one primary was the election, 
then we might as well hang it up. But 
that is not the case." 


Wallace refused to say his cam- 


paign 
was "slipping" 
but said: 


"We're slipping right into the con- 
vention with a big block of dele- 
gates " 


He also said he would not change 


his campaign style because of the out- 
come in Florida. Aides, however, said

The inside story

Owners of LeGourmet restaurant 


near Arlington Heights said they are 
baffled by a pre-dawn bombing in 
which an employe narrowly escaped 
death. The blast shattered windows 
and hurled metal fragments through- 
out the main dining room. 


William Dravillas, manager and 


part-owner of the popular French res- 
taurant at 500 N. Rand Rd. in unin- 
corporated Wheeling Township, said, 
"We just don't know," when asked of 
a possible motive for th* bombing at 
3:30 a.m. 


Dravillas said he knew of no threats 


and other troubles or problems that 
might have led to the incident. 


"THE OWNERS ARE mystified," 


said Lt. Frank Braun of the Cook 
County Sheriff's police. 


The bomb, believed to have contain- 


ed about two pounds of black powder 
packed into a length of capped pipe, 
was thrown through the front window 
of the wooden frame building. 


The blast blew pieces of metal and 


other debris into walls, ceiling and 
furniture of the main dining room. A 
downstairs lounge also was damaged 
by the explosion, which shattered 
most .of the restaurant windows. 


Braun said, "It was a fairly good- 


sized bomb. Whoever made it, knew 
what they were doing." 


INVESTIGATORS estimated 
the 


damage at about $5,000, but Dravillas 
said the losses were still being deter- 
mined Tuesday afternoon. 


A janitor was alone in the building 


when the bombing occurred Police 
said he heard the sound of breaking 
glass and found the bomb, with a 
burning fuse, on the floor. 


The janitor, who was not identified, 


tried to extinguish the fuse by throw- 
ing water on it. When the fuse would

Zajonc voted against the revenue 


bond sale because he said he does not 
believe both wells are needed. He said 
the village should wajt for Well 9 to 
be completed before construction be- 
gins on Well 10. 


Zajonc also voted against pay raises 


for department heads because he said 
he felt the increases are more than 
the village can afford to pay. 


Coughlin did not attend an executive 


session last week when department

Jones said Coughlin has "taken pot-

Profit predicted for Ice Spectrum 


A budget projecting a $16,940 profit 


to run the Arlington Ice Spectrum was 
presented Tuesday night to the Pala- 
tine Park District Board. 


The budget refuted figures compiled 


by the district projecting an almost 
$22,000 deficit. 


The profit budget, compiled by 


members of the Palatine Amateur 
Hockey Association's Spectrum Com- 
mittee, disputed the park district's 
budgetary projections in two key 
areas, utility and gas expenses, and 
the amount needed for a depreciation 
and replacement fund. 


Michael Dalfonso, a member of the 


committee, said utility billings for the 
Spectrum from March 1975 through 


February 1976 show a cost of about 
$17,000. Fred Hall, park district direc- 
tor, had allocated $27,000 for utility 
expenses. 


THE COMMITTEE ALSO said a 


yearly reserve fund of $5,200 com- 
pared to Hall's projected $16,760 re- 
serve fund would provide enough 
money for roofing and compressor re- 
placement over the next 10 years. 


Dalfonso said the yearly $5,200 re- 


serve hi 10 years would cover the cost 
of replacing the roof, an estimate 
which he said is closer to $17,000 rathV 
er than the $25,800 figure estimated 
by Hall. Compressor replacement .for 
the three units totals about $22/100, 
Dalfonso said, rather than $22,000 for 


each unit. 


Hall took exception to the com- 


mittee's figurs for utility and gas ex- 
penses, but was unable to substantiate 
his calculations because he did not 
have his computations with him at the 
meeting. He said he based his figures 
on 1974 billings for the Spectrum with 
appropriate rate increases included. 


The board delayed a decision on 


sponsoring a referendum to purchase 
the facility until Hall -and committee 
members could meet to compare fig- 
ures. 


A meeting between Hall and the 


committee is set for 3 p.m. Friday at 
the Palatine Hills Golf Course, 512 W.

the other four trustees, Richard

Ex-area resident killed in shooting

A state social worker was charged 


late Tuesday with shooting a former 
Rolling Meadows man to death and 
seriously wounding the victim's Ar- 
lington Heights attorney. 


Dead is Thomas J. Sitkowski, 35, 


formerly of 2310 Algonquin Rd., Roll- 
ing Meadows. Sitkowski's lawyer, 
Daniel H. Wolff, 33, of 3243 Volz Dr., 
Arlington Heights, was Wounded in 
the face during the shooting. 


Charged 
with murder and

tempted murder was William T. 
Coughlin, 30, of Chicago, a casewor- 
ker with the Illinois Dept. of Children 
and Family Services, said Sgt. John 
Hensley, Area 4 homicide, Chicago po- 
lice. 


THE SHOOTINGS occurred shortly 


after Sitkowski and Coughlin argued 
outside a Chicago courtroom over Sit- 
kowski's 15-year-old daughter, Tam- 
my. 


Coughlin, who turned himself in late 


Tuesday, was being held pending a 
court appearance today, Hensley said. 


Sitkowski died iin surgery at the 


University of Illinois Hospital less 
than an hour after the shooting, which 
occurred about 10:20 a.m. 


Wolff, a former assistant state's at- 


torney, was reported in fair condition 
in intensive care at the hospital, a 
spokesman said. 


SITKOWSKI HAD been shot three 


times — in the chest, right thigh and 
left hand.

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Ford and Carter win in 
primary 


JIMMY CARTER 


MIAMI (UPI) - President Ford 


won his fourth straight primary Tues- 
day in Florida, dealing a severe blow 
to Ronald Reagan's hopes of winning 
the 
GOP presidential nomination. 


D e m o c r a t Jimmy Carter upset' 
George Wallace and kept his cam- 
paign rolling smoothly. 


Ford defeated Reagan decisively in 


the South's first primary of the 1976 
bicentennial election year. The defeat 
dangerously — perhaps fatally — 
crippled the presidential campaign of 
the 65-year conservative former gov- 
ernor of California. 


Carter's well-organized political ma- 


chine whipped Wallace, who won the 
Florida primary four years ago. Sen. 
Henry M. Jackson finished third. 


Late Tuesday the Republican vote, 


with 94 per cent of the precincts in, 
looked like this: 


FORD: 297,230 — 53 per cent; REA- 


GAN: 261,301 — 47 per cent. 


In the Democratic-voting is was: 
CARTER: 419,256 — 35 per cen; 


WALLACE: 381,154 — 32 per cent, 
and JACKSON: 271,008 — 22 per cent. 


In the race for convention dele- 


gates, Ford led Reagan 43 to 23, while 
Carter had 35, Wallace 26 and Jack- 
son 20. 


"I'm just overjoyed," Ford told re- 


porters in Washington. He telephoned 
his campaign headquarters in Orlando 
to predict the Florida victory would 
provide the "tremendous momentum 
we need to win in November." 


Asked if he thought Reagan's chal- 


lenge for the GOP nomination was 
ended, Ford replied "Oh, I wouldn't 
get into: that. Tonight is not a night to' 
talk about victory except to thank 
people for the fine job they did." 


Wallace's second place finish in 


Dixie, where he has been undisputed 
Democratic vote king for more than a 
decade, cast grave doubts whether he 
would be able to recover and mount a 
serious challenge for the nomination. 
He has said he would not attempt an- 
other third party candidacy because 
the Democratic candidates had moved 
to the right. ' 
. 


Carter,, talking to reporters at his 


headquarters in Orlando, claimed the 
victory made him front-runner for the 
Democratic nomination. 


"I don't see anybody ahead of rme, 


but we still have a long way to go," 
Carter .said, having added-Florida to 
his primary wins in New Hampshire 
and Vermont. 


He told cheering supporters "I think 


you're- right, I think I'll be No. 1 on 
the first ballot." 


Carter, a novice on the national 


scene whose two-year-old campaign 
strategy has worked perfectly so far,' 
said his toughest challenge for the 
nomination will come from either 
Jackson or Rep. Morris K. Udall of 
Arizona, who stayed out of Florida. 


Wallace, campaigning in Illinois, 


told about 2,500 persons at Union Hall 
in southwest suburban Countryside 
that "If one primary was the election, 
then we might as well hang it up. But 
that is not the case." 


Wallace refused to say his cam-

Bombing baffles restaurant owners 


by JOE SWICKARD 


Owners of LeGourmet restaurant 


near Arlington Heights said they are 
baffled by a pre-dawn bombing in 
which an employe narrowly escaped 
death. The blast shattered windows 
and hurled metal fragments through- 
out the main dining room. 


William Dravillas, manager and 


part-owner of the popular French res- 
taurant at 500 N. Rand Rd. in unin- 
corporated Wheeling Township, said, 
"We just don't know," when asked of 
a possible motive for the bombing at 
3:30 a.m. 


D'ravillas said he knew of no threats 


and other troubles or problems that 
might have led to the incident. 


"THE OWNERS ARE mystified," 


said Lt. Frank Braun of the Cook 
County Sheriff's police. 


The bomb, believed to have contain- 


ed about two pounds of black powder 
packed into a length of capped pipe, 
was thrown through the front window 
of the wooden frame building. 


The blast blew pieces of metal and 


other debris into walls, ceiling and 
furniture of the main dining room. A 
downstairs lounge also was damaged 
by the explosion, which shattered 
most of the restaurant windows. 


Braun said, "It was a fairly good- 


sized bomb. Whoever made it, knew 
what they were doing." 


INVESTIGATORS estimated 
the 


damage at about $5,000, but Dravillas 
said the losses were still being deter- 
mined Tuesday afternoon. 


A janitor was alone in the building 


when the bombing occurred. Police 
said he heard the sound of breaking 
glass and found the bomb, with a 
burning fuse, on the floor. 


The janitor, who was not identified, 


tried to extinguish the fuse by throw- 
ing water on it. When the fuse would

Ex-area resident killed in shooting

A state social worker was charged 


late Tuesday with shooting a former 
Rolling Meadows man to death and 
seriously wounding the victim's Ar- 
lington Heights attorney. 


Dead is Thomas J. Sitkowski, 35, 


formerly of 2310 Algonquin Rd., Roll- 
ing Meadows. Sitkowski's lawyer, 
Daniel H. Wolff, 33, of 3243 Volz Dr., 
Arlington Heights, was wounded in 
the face during the shooting.

tempted murder was William T. 
Coughlin, 30, of Chicago, a casewor- 
ker with the Illinois Dept. of-Children 
and Family Services, said Sgt. John 
Hensley, Area 4 homicide, Chicago po- 
lice. 


THE SHOOTINGS occurred shortly 


after Sitkowski and COughlin argued 
outside a Chicago courtroom over Sit- 
kowski's 15-year-old daughter, Tam- 
my. 


Coughlin, who turned himself in late 


Tuesday, was being held pending a 
court appearance today, Hensley said. 


.Sitkowski died in surgery at the 


University of Illinois Hospital less 
than an hour after the shooting, which 
occurred about 10:20 a.m. 


Wolff, a former assistant state's at- 


torney, was reported in fair condition 
in intensive care at the hospital, a 
spokesman said. 


SITKOWSKI HAD been shot three 


times — in the chest, right thigh and 
left hand. Wolff was shot once in the 
face, said Lt. John Stibich, also of 
Area 4 homicide. 
' Sitcowski had'been in court' Stibich 
said, on a charge filed by Coughlin of 
aggravated assault to the girl. Stibich 
said the pair argued outside the court- 
room, 100 S. Racine, after the count 


had been dismissed. 


Coughlin is foster father of the girl. 
Stibich said Sitkowski and Wolff 


were walking toward their auto in 
front of 40 Throop St., when Coughlin 
droVe up alongside them and began 
shooting. 


THEY CONTINUED walking, but 


Coughlin got out of the car and began 
firing with a .38 caliber revolver, Stib- 
ich said. 


Nearby police who had heard the 


gunfire raced to the scene. Wolff 
named Coughlin as the gunman, Stib- 
ich said. 


The .girl had been reportedly living 


in the Coughlin home with his wife 
and two other children for about eight 


months following Sitkowski's separa- 
tion from his wife. 


Rolling Meadows Police Chief Lewis 


Case said Sitkowski had been living in 
the village until about six months ago 
when he moved to the neighborhood of 
Throop and Madison streets, Chicago. 


WOLFF, A graduate of Roosevelt 


University and John Marshall Law 
School,, joined the state's attorney's 
office in 1967 but left early last year 
to take up private practice. 


At one time.he headed the trial di-

Teichert said the report is based on 


false assumptions, such as comparing 
Ihe general rale of inflation with the 
effect of inflation on municipal oper- 
ations. He said the village suffers 
from a much higher rale because of 
its needs. 


"Also when you start from a base 


figure of 1970, you are assuming all 
services when they were adequate," 
he said. "That's not true." 


In addition, Teichert said the report 


ignores changes in labor laws, new 
service quakty standards and the ad- 
dition of such services as the health 
department and paramedics. 


The mayor said he plans to respond 


formally to the report so that the fi- 
nance commission can look deeper 
into the subject. 


"I think it is an honest first effort," 


Teichert said. "It jusl doesn't seem 
that it produces much bul conflict and 
controversy."
